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Top cop confirms he will 
quit the force in January

CHIEF Constable of Kent Police, Ian 
Learmonth, has announced he will 
be retiring after three years at the 
helm of the county’s force. 

The news was announced by 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
Ann Barnes earlier this week. 

Ch Con Learmonth, who has 
served 40 years in the police 
service, will retire in January. 

Announcing his decision, he 
said: “Forty years’ public service is 
a significant milestone and a good 
time to reflect. 

“The timing of retirement is not 
an easy thing to think about, but I 
have decided to do so in January. 

“It has been a real privilege to 
lead Kent Police in the service of 
the people of Kent. 

“The force has the best officers 
and staff I have ever come across - 
totally dedicated in their duty to 
protecting and serving the public. 

“I leave with immense feelings of 
pride in what they have achieved 
in my three and a half years as 
chief constable. 

“To have had the honour to lead 
Kent Police has been both hum¬ 
bling and inspiring.”

He took over the reins when 
Mike Fuller, the first black chief 
constable in the UK, resigned to 
become chief inspector at the 
Crown Prosecution Service (CPS) 
in 2010. 

It has not been an easy three 
years at the helm, as he struggles 
against some of the deepest cuts to 
the police’s budget ever seen. The 
period of austerity resulted in the 


loss of both officer and civilian 
posts. 

He was also in office to see the 
first elected Kent Police and Crime 
Commissioner take office - elected 
with the power to “hire and fire” 
the chief constable. 

Mrs Barnes said this week: “He 
has not only had to deal with the 
pressures considered normal for 
such a high rank, but he has had to 


lead the force through a period of 
unprecedented change relating to 
the most severe budget cutbacks in 
living memory. 

“Anyone connected with the 
policing family of Kent will know 
that he has managed these 
challenges with great skill and, 
despite the pressures, has always 
maintained the respect, and indeed 
the affection, of those in the force.”

Baby P’s mother ‘asked 
mum to move to Kent 
with her’ claim reports 


THE mother of tragic Baby P has 
asked her mother to move to Kent 
with her following her controversial 
release from jail. 

Tracey Connelly, 32, was jailed 
indefinitely in 2009, with a minimum 
five-year term, for allowing the death 
of her 17-month-old, Peter, at the 
hands of her boyfriend, Steven Barker, 
and his brother, Jason Owen. 

But after serving four years in jail, 
and two years on remand, the Parole 
Board confirmed she would be freed. 

It declared her ‘no longer a danger 
to the public’. 

Little Peter was found in his cot in 
2007, at his home in north London, 
with more than 50 injuries - inflicted 
by his mother’s partner and his 
brother. Injuries included a broken 
back. 

It came despite dozens of visits to 
the flat in Haringey by social workers 
and police in the months leading up 
to his death. It sparked a major review 
into the way any possible child abuse 
was reported. 

Speaking earlier this week to the 


national press, Tracey Connelly’s 
mother, Mary O’Connor, said: “She 
should never come out. But even if she 
does, I won’t be seeing her again - 
she’s out of my life. 

“She wants me to move to Kent 
with her, but I said no.” 

The brothers were once arrested for 
allegedly assaulting their own 
grandmother at her home in 
Whitstable, in 1995, so Hilda Barker, 
82, would include them in her will, 
but she died from natural causes in 
1996 and the pair never faced trial. 

The date of Connelly’s release was 
being kept a tightly guarded secret on 
Friday, amid fears of vigilante action 
from those appalled by her failure to 
stop such cruelty to her son. And her 
release. 

More than 130,000 people joined 
Facebook and Twitter sites calling for 
action when they were released. 

Unlike other high profile convicts, 
Connelly will not be given a new 
identity when she is released. 

She has spent the final months of 
her sentence at a prison in Durham.

David Clark on Friday, after he died aged 94. 

Born in Barming, Mr Clark played 75 games for Kent 
between 1946 and 1951 - captaining the county for two 
years. 

He also spent four years as club chairman during 
1970-1974 and was president in 1990. 

Carl Openshaw, former chairman and president of 


Kent County Cricket Club, said: “David Clark was one 
of the most influential figures in English cricket in the 
second half of the 20th century. 

“He was only the second man after Lord Harris to 
have held the posts of captain, chairman and president 
of Kent, and he also played leading roles in the MCC 
and in the administration of English cricket.” 

A memorial service will be held in November.

THERE were a number of familiar 
faces benefiting from the Prime Min¬ 
ister’s ministerial shake-up this week 
as Kent MPs found themselves at the 
centre of a Westminster reshuffle.

a location for business. 

“My view has always been the peo¬ 
ple who know best where funds are 
needed, be it transport, land or build¬ 
ings, are the people in Kent, rather 
than officials in Whitehall. My job is

David Cameron carried out the re¬ 
shuffle of middle-ranking ministers 
to stimulate more impetus in our 
slowly recovering economy. 

Also on the move was Faversham 
and Mid Kent MP Hugh Robertson - 
promoted to the job of minister of 
state at the Foreign and Common¬ 
wealth Office. 

He had previous been sports minis¬ 
ter during a period which included 
the hosting of the London 2012 Ol¬ 
ympic Games and the failed bid to 
host the 2018 FIFA World Cup. 

He is replaced by Helen Grant, the 
MP for Maidstone and the Weald. She 
will continue to also retain the minis¬ 
ter for equalities role she has fulfilled 
in recent years. 

However, her appointment has 
drawn some raised eye-brows from 
sports organisations who have ques¬ 
tioned whether her dual role points to 
sport no longer being a priority for 
the Government as it was leading up 
to and immediately after the London 
2012 Games. 

Mrs Grant said she was “delighted”.

Sex beast gets 
12 years after 
vile assaults 


A 46-year-old man from Tunbridge 
Wells has been locked up for 12 years for 
eight sex offences including raping a 
young girl. 

Ian Baker, from Upper Grosvenor 
Road, was convicted on June 19 and 
reappeared at Maidstone Crown Court 
for sentencing this week, 

He was sentenced to 12 years and 
ordered to sign the sex offenders’ 
register. He is banned for life from 
working with children. 

The offences took place at addresses in 
Tunbridge Wells on various dates 
between 1999 and 2004 upon a girl 
aged under 13. 

DC Jacqueline Allen from Kent Police’s 
combined safeguarding team at 
Tunbridge Wells said: “Rather than use 
violence, Baker tried to persuade his 
victim at an early age that his behav¬ 
iour was normal, and that she should 
not tell anyone else what was going on. 

“As a result, it took several years for 
Baker’s victim to realise what was 
happening and to tell her family of the 
abuse she had suffered but we are glad 
she was brave enough to do so. 

“We are pleased to see justice served 
and hope the case will offer his victim 
some closure. 

“This case shows victims will be 
treated with compassion and care.” 


Cruel crook jailed for 
stealing cancer cash 


A CROOK who stole a cancer charity box from a 
betting shop has been jailed. 

John Dillon, 20, of Cuxton Road in Strood, was 
caught on CCTV going into the branch of Coral on 
Chatham High Street. 

He was spotted reaching behind the counter to 
pinch the collection which contained a total of £25 
in£l coins. 

He then hid the money, raised for Macmillan 
Cancer Support, under his jacket and left the store. 

But he was identified and police alerted. 

Appearing at Medway Magistrates’ Court this 
week, he pleaded guilty to the charges and was 
jailed for 90 days. 

PC Daniel Kerrigan said: “Dillon saw an 
opportunity to make a quick buck, through 
unlawful means, without giving any regard to who 
the donations were intended for. 

“The fact it was a charity box for a cancer 
charity makes it all the more deplorable. Fortu¬ 
nately he was switfly brought to justice.” 


Famous homes get 
blue plague treatment 


FIVE special blue plaques were unveiled across 
Tonbridge on Friday to mark the former homes of 
a host of well known figures. 

Among those recognised were author EM 
Forster, who lived in what is now Hilden Oaks 
School and Nursery. He is best known for his 
books A Passage to India and Howard’s End. 

Others included a plaque to Colin Blythe, the 
former Kent and England cricketer who lived in 
Goldsmid Road. He was killed during the Battle of 
Passchedaele in World War One. 

Fellow cricketer Colin Cowdrey’s former home 
in Ferox Hall in the High Street was also marked. 

Neville Duke, a former World War Two fighter 
pilot and former world air speed record holder, 
had a plaque unveiled at his former home in 
Hadlow Road, while Admiral Lord Lewin, First Sea 
Lord and Chief of the Defence Staff during the 
Falklands War, saw his Quarry Gardens home 
recognised.

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Rocky road 
remains for 
live exports 

Many lorries traverse the county’s roads transporting goods 
to and from the Continent, but none draw more controversy 
than those carrying live animals. Marijke Cox reports 


Focus 


A T AROUND 10pm on 
a cool, dark autum¬ 
nal evening, the hum 
of traffic entering and 
exiting the main en¬ 
trance to the Port of 
Dover is disturbed by a commotion. 

As a number of lorries head to¬ 
wards the well-lit complex, a band of 
protestors suddenly burst into life - 
hurling insults and waving banners. 

Their faces contorted with both 
rage and sorrow. 

Flashing past them are lorry loads 
of eyes, peering out of the darkness. 

The drivers look uncomfortable. 
The residents in nearby homes in¬ 
creasingly annoyed at the noise. 

Welcome to the ever controversial 
world of live animal exports. 

For more than 20 years, Kent has 
found itself in the front line of a trade 
described as barbaric by some and es¬ 
sential and traditional by others. 

And, it would appear, there is no 
sign of the debate losing any of the 
heat which extracts such an emotion¬ 
al response from those willing to 
spend hours stood on the pavement 
outside the port. 

“Live animal exports shouldn’t 
happen at all,” says Ian Driver - a 
regular at the protests staged to coin¬ 
cide with the arrival, and departure, 
of the only vessel taking part in the 
trade from the county, the MV Joline. 

A councillor on Thanet District 
Council, for the Greens, Mr Driver 
was instrumental in staging the pro¬ 
tests when the trade operated in 
Ramsgate and in applying political 
pressure to try and stop it. 

Now he makes the regular journey 
to Dover to join the protestors there. 

“There is no reason why live ani¬ 
mals should be shipped over to the 
Continent. It’s such a barbaric and 
medieval process,” he adds. 

“I think it will be made illegal; even 
the EU is beginning to change its 
mind; it is becoming a lot more sym¬ 
pathetic. Views on what is acceptable 
are changing slowly. Live exports are 
one of the last remaining practices of 
cruelty to animals and they will come 
to an end.” 

But for all the arguments over ani¬ 
mal welfare - which underpin the 
protestors’ concerns - the reality is 
that live animal exports are a legiti¬ 
mate trade under EU law. 

What is more, many farmers in the 
UK rely on the income generated for 
their very livelihoods. 

The National Farmers’ Union de¬ 
fends what has been a key part of the 
livestock industry. 

“The UK is a grass-producing na¬ 
tion and, as a result, we produce 
quality livestock, making UK live¬ 
stock and meat sought after in other 
EU member states,” a spokesman ex¬ 
plains. “There is nothing illegal or 
inherently wrong about moving ani¬ 
mals from one part of Europe to an¬ 
other, provided they are well-cared 
for both in transit and in rearing.” 

There, however, lies the issue for 
the majority. 

The protestors claim they would 
rather see the animals transported 
on hook, rather than on hoof. In oth¬ 
er words, for the animals to be slaugh¬ 
tered in the UK before they are trans¬ 
ported to the European markets. 


But the demand remains for fresh 
meat - which means the demand is 
for the animals to arrive alive, and to 
spend time in their new country be¬ 
fore their slaughter closer to the point 
of sale to the consumer. 


However, to achieve that means 
long journeys for the animals, often 
in cramped conditions. What is more, 
there are allegations the ship pro¬ 
vides little comfort in transit, with 
the animals forced to endure a 


lengthy journey by both road and sea 
before reaching the foreign abbatoir. 

It is perhaps little surprise, as the 
gateway to Europe, that Kent has 
found itself so intimately involved 
with the trade. In the last 12 months 


it has made its way around the coast 
in a move heralded by the industry’s 
supporters as an improvement in ani¬ 
mal welfare; by others as a bitter blow. 

Where once the trade operated 
only from Ramsgate - creating a 
journey time of many hours for the 
ship - today it operates out of Dover. 
This means the animals are on the 
water for far less time. But campaign¬ 
ers say it opens the door to more fre¬ 
quent crossings. 

T he live animal export trade 
reached its peak in the county 
during the early to mid-1990s. 
Prior to the BSE crisis - dubbed ‘mad 
cow disease’ by an hysterical nation¬ 
al media - and a ban placed on British 
beef, thousands of cattle and sheep 
would leave Dover en route to the 
Continent. 

Barely a day would pass when pro¬ 
testers were not gathered by the east¬ 
ern docks roundabout, waving ban¬ 
ners and shouting at lorry drivers as 
they transported their load into the 
terminal. Emotions ran high as con¬ 
troversy reigned. 

The death of protester Jill Phipps in 
1995 in Coventry, while trying to 
stop a lorry loaded with livestock, 
only went to heighten the sense of an¬ 
ger felt across the country by animal 
welfare campaigners who formed vo¬ 
cal opposition groups. 

But the EU law remained; live ani¬ 
mal exports was - and still is - a legal 
trade which has a right to operate. 
What is more, ports cannot introduce 
bans or block operators from con¬ 
ducting legal business unless there 
are genuine practical considerations. 

Against rising public backlash, the 
ferry companies in Dover turned their 
backs on live exports in the mid-90s, 
refusing to carry the livestock lorries. 

Then the BSE crisis erupted, throw¬ 
ing the British livestock industry into 
the biggest crisis of a generation. It ul¬ 
timately resulted in a 10-year export 
ban on British beef. 

With the UK’s meat producing rep¬ 
utation in tatters, the practice of ship¬ 
ping live animals decreased dramati¬ 
cally. 

But as time has passed and the BSE 
problem been eradicated, the live ex¬ 
port trade re-emerged; first to the 
Port of Ramsgate and now to Dover. 

While the number of lorries and 
livestock is considerably less than 
during the trade’s peak, the number 
of sheep and calves transported still 
runs well into the thousands, accord¬ 
ing to Compassion in World Farming, 
one of the many organisations fight¬ 
ing against the trade. 

Dover’s ferry companies continue 
to refuse to carry livestock, some¬ 
thing Dover Harbour Board (DHB), 
which runs the port, is prohibited to 
do under EU law. 

After berthing tests earlier this 
year, the MV Joline, operated by 
Dutch company Barco de Vapor, 
started operating from the port. 

The ferry companies, however, 
have remained steadfast in their deci¬ 
sion not to carry the animals. 

“Where we stand is exactly the 
same; no thanks, not interested,” said 
P&O Ferries spokesman Brian Rees. 
“It was in the mid-1990s that animal 
rights campaigners highlighted the 
issue, leading to the ferry companies 
turning their backs on the trade. 

“Some entrepreneurs saw an 
opportunity to step in to provide a 
service with boats just for livestock 
shipments, and this led to some ports 
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trying to block them by withdrawing 
from the trade; like the ferry compa¬ 
nies, they were pulling out. Dover 
Harbour Board tried that but was 
taken to court for breaching the prin¬ 
ciple of being open to the free move¬ 
ment of legal trade, and lost the case.” 

Mr Rees said it was one thing for 
the ferry companies to decide their 
commercial policies, but quite anoth¬ 
er for ports to close themselves to peo¬ 
ple trying to operate legal services. 

He added: “The Port of Dover was 
forced to be open to approaches from 
specialist livestock ship operators, 
which is why if you knock on their 
door today and ask about the possibil¬ 
ity of operating a livestock ship they 
have to consider the application, and 
that is why the boat was able to trans¬ 
fer from Ramsgate to Dover.” 

he MV Joline started operating 
out of Ramsgate in 2011. 
Protestors were swift to vent 
their spleen, while legal conversa¬ 
tions and argument began to erupt, 
engulfing protestors, Barco de Vapor, 
the port and its owner, Thanet Dis¬ 
trict Council (TDC). 

From the start, TDC was against 
live exports and demanded the Gov¬ 
ernment put a ban in place. 

Barco de Vapor sparked an war of 
words by accusing the council of 
leaking the times and dates of ship¬ 
ments to the campaigners. It was a 
rare public statement from a compa¬ 
ny that prefers to stay out of the lime¬ 
light. 

But after being a background noise 
for many months, the topic shot to 
the forefront of the policial agenda a 
little over a year ago amid traumatic 
scenes. 

In September 2012, about a year 
after exports started, 43 sheep were 
shot dead after they were found se¬ 
verely lame and sick in the back of a 
lorry transporting them to the ferry. 
RSPCA inspectors said the animals 
were unable to reach their drink sup¬ 
plies in the vehicle. 

The same day, in a separate inci¬ 
dent, a loading area floor collapsed 
while sheep were being unloaded for 
examination and six fell in the water. 
Two of the animals drowned. 

The debacle led to TDC enforcing a 
temporary ban against live exports 
until sufficient facilities were in place, 
but it proved an expensive move. 

Despite reversing the ban once re¬ 
alising it would be penalised, the au¬ 
thority was served with legal pro¬ 
ceedings by exporters challenging its 
decision and arguing they had lost 
earnings, with the council eventually 
agreeing to pay £80,000. 

But TDC was to soon breathe a sigh 
of relief. While its fingers were some¬ 
what burned by the live export saga, 
the trade was to eventually move 
back to Dover, where berthing trials 
for the MV Joline were taking place. 

DHB, try as it might in the past, has 
been unable to stop such exports. 

A Port of Dover spokesman ex¬ 
plained: “In the past, DHB was taken 
to the High Court when it refused to 
allow the trade to use Dover. We lost 
the case and DHB was severely criti¬ 
cised by the judge. 

“The High Court has made it clear 
that ports, and DHB in particular, 
must facilitate this legal trade. In 
short, shippers may choose ports but 
ports may not choose shippers. 

“Court proceedings commenced 
with Ramsgate when its owners de-

cided to ban the livestock export trade, 
but it reversed its decision as it be¬ 
came clear it would lose. 

“As it is a legal trade, the only way 
it will stop is if there is a change in the 
law. This means it is a situation that 
only politicians can change.” 

Prior to being booted out as minis¬ 
ter of state for the Department for En¬ 
vironment, Food and Rural Affairs 
(Defra) in David Cameron’s reshuffle 
this week, David Heath had stated 
that “banning the export of live ani¬ 


mals would be illegal and undermine 
the principle of the free movement of 
goods enshrined in the treaty on the 
functioning of the European Union”. 

For campaigners, however, there is 
more to the fight than a ban. 

They argue that, unlike at Ram¬ 
sgate port, government inspectors 
from Defra’s Animal Health and Vet¬ 
erinary Laboratories Agency (AHV- 
LA) carry out the checks at Dover 
without RSPCA inspectors there. At 
Ramsgate, the animal charity’s own 
workforce was allowed into the port 
to oversee inspections of animals. 

Ian Driver said they were pushing 
DHB to change its stance. 

“They’re not listening, which is 
sad,” he reflected, “TDC was extreme¬ 
ly happy to help. 

“With RSPCA inspectors in Ram¬ 
sgate, there were more notices served 
on exporters than before. 

“A lot of it was problems with the 
vehicles, the wellbeing of the animals 
- there were many different issues.” 


Mr Driver said DHB would not give 
a good reason why it would not let the 
RSPCA into the port to oversee checks. 

But port bosses told us: “Defra has 
been crystal clear that the RSCPA 
would not be permitted to take part in 
any statutory checks made by AHV- 
LA inspectors.” 

“I believe it’s economics,” said Mr 
Driver. “Dover is a bigger port than 
Ramsgate. Everybody has timeslots 
and if the RSPCA goes in and the 
checks take longer it might disrupt 
the timeslots and cause disruption, 
which in the end costs money. 

“They want to be a world class port 
at Dover and in my view they are 
putting this ahead of animal welfare. 

“I suspect DHB doesn’t want the 
trade there, but it’s not working with 
us to try and make things better. 

“Dover could be seen as an easy 
touch by live export firms and the 
danger is exporters will realise this 
and more lorries will come through.” 

Mr Driver stressed he believed ani¬ 


mals were travelling in poor conditions, 
month after the death of 45 
sheep, a ram was found with 
its horn hanging off and had 
to be put down. 

“Every time there is a shipment we 
see lorries overfilled with animals, 
limbs sticking out and animals on top 
of each other,” said Mr Driver. “We 
can watch the examinations from 
various positions and the govern¬ 
ment inspectors just wave the lorries 
through within a matter of minutes. 

“They don’t get looked at properly. 
They’re packed in, sometimes 200 or 
300 in there and all they get is a cur¬ 
sory inspection. Who knows how far 
they have travelled or are travelling 
on the other side. By not allowing 
these RSPCA inspectors in, DHB is 
complicit in animal cruelty.” 

Mr Driver said if “everyone did their 
bit” it could spell the end for animal 
exports: “It’s a marginal trade. People 
don’t make much money out of it and 
if vehicles keep being sent back to be

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He called for an amendment to be 
made to any of the harbours and 
ports acts to tackle the “cruel and un¬ 
wanted” trade. 

In response, the minister stressed 
no such ban would be legal under free 
trade rules. It remains to be seen if his 
successor will take a similiar stance. 

But despite the knock-backs from 
the Government on the issue, cam¬ 
paigners continue their battle. 

G avin Grant, chief executive of 
the RSPCA, is insistent there 
must be change. He said many 
animals - some just two-weeks old - 
are shipped to Europe and suffer from 
stress, exhaustion and thirst, adding: 
“Some even die on the journey.” 

He said inspectors at Ramsgate 
found injured animals, and defective 
watering and ventilation on trucks. 

He added: “Now the trade has 
moved to Dover - making it the main 
English ferry port to facilitate this 
trade. Despite the lack of appropriate 


facilities or inspections, thousands of 
animals are shipped through it. They 
are loaded in crowded trucks and 
then on to an unsuitable ferry origi¬ 
nally built as a river tank carrier.” 

He said the charity had requested 
inspectors at the port, but was turned 
down. 

Mr Grant claims he was told by the 
Government that all loading of ani¬ 
mals would be supervised. 

He said: “However, a lorry full of 
sheep bound for the Continent was 
turned away from the Port of Dover 
after four animal health officials 
boarded following concerns about an 
‘exceptional’ smell. It is thought the 
sheep were sent back to their place of 
loading, which could have been as far 
as Northamptonshire. 

“If that lorry had not been checked, 
those animals could have sailed.” 

The RSPCA is not free of having its 
reputation tarnished either. It found 
itself dragged into the very heart of 
the sheep deaths in Ramsgate. After

the 43 sheep were killed, questions 
were raised as to whether they were 
needlessly put down as part of an ex¬ 
treme move to raise awareness. 

In short, drastic action to help win 
the overall war. 

The sheep which died were said to 
be fit and healthy when first loaded in 
Northamptonshire, but later consid¬ 
ered lame. 

I n horrific scenes, RSPCA inspec¬ 
tors used a bolt gun to put down 
the animals. The next day it re¬ 
leased a graphic image of the slaugh¬ 
tered sheep as part of its anti-live ex¬ 
ports campaign. The image was too 
disturbing to reproduce here. 

The charity came in for fierce dis¬ 
approval and the image was pulled 
from its website. 

It also received criticism for, in a 
separate incident the same day, un¬ 
loading sheep into a makeshift pen - 
the port at Ramsgate did not have 
proper facilities - which led to six ani¬ 
mals falling into the water, killing 
two. The unloading had, however, 
been agreed by Government inspectors. 

The NFU said the sheep should nev¬ 
er have been taken out of the lorry. 

A former RSPCA advisor and Kent 
vet, David Smith, at the time told the 
Daily Mail there was no “legitimate 
reason” to put the animals down. 

“Lameness is very common in 
sheep and easy to treat,” he said. 

The National Sheep Association 
also said there was no need to eutha¬ 
nize the sheep. 

The large amount of blood in the 
image of the dead animals also raised 
eyebrows, with experts pointing out 
that humane killing did not cause the 
amount of blood shown. 

The RSPCA, however, said it had 
been carried out by officers trained in 
the humane euthanasia of animals. 

A government report into the 
deaths was released earlier this year, 
demanding changes to ensure no re¬ 
peat of last year’s “regrettable event”. 

Controversy surrounding the trade 
is unlikely to lessen and while cam¬ 
paigners are pleased more stringent 
measures are in place, ultimately the 
primary goal is for the trade to be 
scrapped altogether. 

If, like the NFU says, however, wel¬ 
fare conditions are at an acceptable 
standard, does it need to be banned? 

Activists will, of course, say re¬ 
gardless of the welfare conditions, 
hundreds of sheep crammed in a lor¬ 
ry is not acceptable. 

Whichever side of the fence people 
align themselves with, the one thing 
that can be agreed is that welfare 
conditions need to be at an acceptable 
standard as a starting point. 

Campaigners, however, will not 
stop their fight until the war is won - 
and the trade extinguished.

brought up to standard or fixed, and 
animals are sent back because of wel¬ 
fare issues, it works out as expensive 
and so exporters won’t bother. They’ll 
quickly start looking for another way 
of making money. They’re not mak¬ 
ing a fortune out of this. 

“All it would take is for DHB and the 
Government to make it a bit harder 
and the trade would eventually stop.” 

RSPCA deputy chief executive John 
Grounds agreed the Government’s 
live exports checks were failing. 

“It is extremely concerning that 
our government cannot provide clear 
and transparent information about 
its checks on these animals,” he said. 

But the National Farmers’ Union 
(NFU) accused the charity of sour 
grapes at not being allowed in to 
oversee the AHVLA. 

The NFU had long called for the 
trade to switch to Dover, in order to 
dramatically reduce the time spent 
on the water for the animals. It con¬ 
tinues to defend the trade and urges 


opponents to look at the big picture. 

A spokesman said: “Stock is moved 
for breeding, as well as further rear¬ 
ing and so the issue of live animal 
transport must be put into perspec¬ 
tive. Calling for a ban on overseas 
trade or transport over eight hours 
will not deal with the underlying 
driver for these animal movements. 

“There will always be demand from 
foreign producers to rear the live¬ 
stock for the home grown market in 
their own countries and so there will 
always be a need for high quality, 
high welfare transport operations.” 

Politicians in the county, however, 
have thrown their weight behind the 
opposing brigade. 

Tory MP for Dover, Charlie El- 
phicke, has been pushing for animal 
exports to be scrapped. Earlier this 
year he asked the farming minister to 
consider banning live animal exports. 

“My constituents are concerned; 
they think them bad for animal wel¬ 
fare and the local economy,” he said. 
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Boys’ Brigade keeping the faith 
as it marchs on into the future 

The brainchild of Sir William Smith, this year marks the 130th anniversary of The Boys’ Brigade, but can 
the organisation continue its close alliance to the Church and keep attracting members? Joe Bill reports

B EFORE founding the Scout 
Movement, Robert Baden- 
Powell enrolled in a group 
which would provide him 
with the inspiration to 
shape his future and define his legacy. 

As vice-president of the Boys’ Bri¬ 
gade, Baden-Powell embraced its 
blend of adventure, discipline and 
religious attachment. 

In fact, it was as he inspected 7,000 
members of the Boys’ Brigade in Glas¬ 
gow in 1907, that its founder, Sir 
William Smith, asked Baden-Powell 
- then a senior figure in the British 
military - if he had ever considered 
rewriting his training manual for 
soldiers, to make it appeal to boys. 

As a consequence of that conversa¬ 
tion, and building on some pre-exist¬ 
ing ideas, Baden-Powell would later 
that year run an experimental camp 
for 20 boys at Brownsea Island in 
Dorset - a chance to test out his 
theories on activities for youngsters. 

Today, it is widely acknowledged to 
be the start of the Scout Movement. 

Ironically, the Scouts would go on 
to dwarf the Boys’ Brigade. 

Rough estimates put the number 
associated with the Scout Associa¬ 
tion in the UK as nudging 500,000; 
the Boys’ Brigade, close to 50,000. 

But the Boys’ Brigade continues, 
and this year celebrates its 130th 
anniversary. For many thousands 
across the county, it formed an inte¬ 
gral part of their childhood. 

The Boys’ Brigade (BB) was started 
in 1883 by Sir William Smith, whose 
idea of attaching a patrol of young 
men to focal churches in Glasgow 
quickly spread around the UK and 
overseas. 

Today, there remain 27 companies 
across Kent, boasting 855 youngsters 
and 203 volunteer leaders. 

The organisation’s chief executive 
officer is Steve Dickinson. 


He said: “It’s a real achievement, 
and the longevity is testament to the 
countless hours that our volunteers 
put in week by week. 

“Our difficulty, like all youth organ¬ 
isations, is getting volunteers in to 
take on the task. It’s an increasing 
challenge, but we think we are as rel¬ 
evant today as we were 130 years ago. 

“The attendances are stabilised and 
there are slight increases in a number 
of different areas of the country.” 

Defined as a ‘Christian youth organ¬ 
isation’, it remains deeply entrenched 
in its Church roots. 

Even today, its mission statement 
still reads as “the advancement of 
Christ’s kingdom among boys and the 
promotion of habits like obedience, 
reverence, discipline, self-respect and 
all that tends towards a true Chris¬ 
tian manliness”. 

The Scouts, meanwhile, has this 
year opened its doors to an increas¬ 
ingly secular society by creating an 
alternative version of its famous oath 
of allegiance to accomodate atheists.

Is there a danger, then, that the 
Scouts’ open attitude to change may 
see it accelerate yet further beyond 
the Boys’ Brigade? Should the BB look 
to take a similiar side-step? 

Not according to Mr Dickinson. 

“Our youth work is open to all 
young people, irrespective of faith,” 
he explains. “We have young people 
of different faiths, and young people 
of no faith coming to us. 

“We have never expected anybody 
to make a promise to come to our 
services. 

“Yes, our leadership comes from 
Christian faith and Christian back¬ 
grounds and that is what we are 
about. But all young people are 
welcome to attend.” 

Although there exists a Girls’ Bri¬ 
gade organisation, set up in the late 
19th century, the BB does now accept 
female members to all of its age groups. 

There are currently two main bat¬ 
talions in the county known as East 
Kent and North West Kent, with youth 
members aged between five and 22 
representing their companies across 
five different age classifications. 

The various age ranges mean the 
youngsters can work towards activi¬ 
ties badges and the likes of the Duke 
of Edinburgh’s Award, Young Volun¬ 
teer Awards and the Queen’s Badge. 

Volunteer secretary for the North 
West Kent Battalion, Andrew Foster, 
is 62, but has been a member of the 
BB since he was eight-years-old. 

He said: “We are obviously not a 
huge organisation, but we are still 
pretty active. 

“Attendances do vary and, gener¬ 
ally, I would say they are slightly 
down here in Kent, but not anywhere 


near as bad as you would imagine. 

“We are holding our own.” 

The BB is launching a national 
campaign in the coming months to 
boost their numbers entitled ‘Grow¬ 
ing Bigger, Growing Better’. 

But Mr Foster feels there is no rela¬ 
tion between the more religious 
stance the organisation takes and the 
lacklustre figures compared with the 
Scouts. 

“We are very similar to what the 
Scouts do activities wise, but we are 
Church orientated with some Chris¬ 
tian-based teaching. 

“But you have to move with the 
times. When I was a child you went to 
Bible class every Sunday if you want¬ 
ed to be in the Boys’ Brigade, but 
those days are long gone. 

“Most Christian teaching now is 
conducted in parade nights and is part 
of the evening rather than over-focus¬ 
ing on it. What we do now is teach by 
example rather than preach.” 

T he BB has also grown in the 
range of activities it offers 
with the likes of rafting and 
canoeing both now available 
in Kent as well as the ever-popular 
camping sessions. 

And Mr Foster is keen to see the BB 
survive well past its current milestone. 

He added: “You have to fit in with 
the modern world, if you don’t, you 
don’t survive. 

“We still have church parades, but 
family life these days is so demanding 
that people don’t have time on Sun¬ 
days and you have to accept that. 

“I think most parents understand 
from the start that is a part of Boys’ 
Brigade and it is attached to a church.”

With EU labour law restrictions lifted for 2014, 
much is being made of the supposed flood of 
workers from Bulgaria and Romania. But, asks 
Marijke Cox, is the impact set to be as dramatic 
and expensive as many would have us believe? 


B ELIEVE the political hyperbole 
from the right and come January 1 
the county will be awash with 
Romanian and Bulgarians de¬ 
manding jobs, benefits and plenty 
more besides. 

Nigel Farage’s Ukip is making it a key issue in 
the build-up to next year’s European elections - 
heralding the relaxing of entry to the British 
labour market as ushering in a new wave of 
criminal gangs and putting local authorities 
under crippling strain. 

But are the fears of many likely to become a 
reality in the cold light of day of 2014? 

The answer is that no-one is entirely sure as 
immigration is such a difficult thing to predict. 

And although many people may use Kent as 
the gateway to the UK, courtesy of its proximity 
to the Continent, the vast majority will simple 
pass through the county heading elsewhere. 

Yet all the expert reports and findings thus far 
suggest the impact will be minimal. 

And while even a small influx does apply a 
pressure which our already cash-strapped local 
authorities may struggle with, the reality is that 
the positive economic benefits would suggest 
they will far outweigh the bad. 

The Migration Observatory at the University 
of Oxford has been monitoring the situation. 

A spokesman explained to KoS: “There is, at 
present, no sound method for working out how 
many Romanians and Bulgarians will come. 

“Nobody knows how many are going to ar¬ 
rive in 2014, or where they will choose to live. 

“For Kent, with its many entry points from Eu¬ 
rope, like Dover, where migrants arrive in the UK 
in the first place, it’s understandable there are 
some concerns about the numbers that will stay, 
but it’s impossible to know what will happen. 

“The south east is popular with migrants, and 
so is likely to see migration from Romania and 
Bulgaria. It seems pretty certain it will happen, 
but we don’t know to what extent.” 

For Kent County Council, however, failing to 
prepare is not an option. 

KCC leader Paul Carter commissioned a re¬ 
port earlier this year to look at the potential 
numbers and impacts. 

The findings, now released, are due to be dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting with his cabinet on Monday. 

The report says in the next five to 10 years 
8,600 migrants from Romania and Bulgaria 
could settle in Kent with a potential additional 
demand on public services - such as schools, the 
NHS and policing - costing £3,120,000 after de¬ 
ducting the council tax they would contribute. 

But 8,600 over 10 years is hardly a flood - and 
almost certainly dwarfed by the influx from 
other nationalities who don’t generate such 
easy headlines. 

What is more, it stated the net impact of such

migration, deducting expected costs, would be 
an estimated £70,650,000 boost to the econo¬ 
my. Not that it’s all positive for the county. 

The report says: “However, a significant pro¬ 
portion of the economic benefit is likely to ac¬ 
crue at national level, whereas the majority of 
the costs on public services will be felt at local 
level in Kent. 

“Also, based on the experience of existing mi¬ 
grant groups, it is likely some Bulgarian and 
Romanian migrants who come to Kent will 
send some of their disposable income back home 
to family. 

“There is no reliable data on which to predict 
the extent to which this will happen, but it could 
reduce the economic value in local spending 
that Bulgarian and Romanian migrants con¬ 
tribute to Kent.” 

Key findings in the report are that migrants 
from the two countries are likely to be “light us¬ 
ers” of public services. 

But it stressed that over time, pressure will be 
felt in some areas. 

“Demand from Romanian and Bulgarian mi¬ 
gration for primary school places in Kent may 
add to existing pressure in some areas of the 
county,” the KCC report said. 

“Schools may experience additional demand 
as a result of in-year migration and the level of 
school readiness of migrant children. 

“Pupils with English as an additional lan¬ 
guage may face additional challenges and re¬ 
quire support including interpretation, transla¬ 
tion and targeted assessment to establish need.” 

With regards to health services, the research 
suggests GP registration among migrants 
would be low, but that they would likely go 
straight to A&E if sick, subsequently putting 
pressure on already overstretched services. 

There will also, over time, be some additional 
demand on maternity services. 

Despite what some politicians would have you 
believe as hard facts, however, so much is based 
on conjecture and speculation. 

But despite concerns over the pressures and 
costs, evidence suggests potential Bulgarian 
and Romanian migrants may not even view the 
UK as a destination of choice. 

Polls commissioned by the BBC to find out the 
intentions of a small sample of migrants found 
only eight per cent of Romanians and 14 per 
cent of Bulgarians would consider the UK as a 
destination. 

“The polls also found the majority consider¬ 
ing migrating would not do so without a firm 
job offer, and that the majority planned to stay 
in the country they migrate to for as long as pos¬ 
sible,” the KCC report said. 

But despite the research, uncertainty, ulti¬ 
mately, reigns. 

The Migration Observatory at Oxford said the 
desire to predict future inflows and net migra¬ 
tion is not surprising. 

But it stressed that in the past, previous efforts 
have been wrong and subsequently criticised by 
politicians and the media. 

In 2004, when EU expansion for countries 
under the A8’ bracket such as Poland, Lithua¬ 
nia, Slovakia and Latvia came into force, Kent 
was on the front line of the influx. 

Predictions had underestimated the numbers 
to arrive on our shores.

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of National Insurance number regis¬ 
trations for migrants in the county 
has risen sharply, much higher than 
the national average. Only in recent 
years has it begun to reduce in line 
with the national picture. 

The observatory said the lifting of 
labour market restrictions for Roma¬ 
nia and Bulgaria, known as A2’ coun¬ 
tries, will likely have less of an impact 
than the ‘A8’ countries in 2004. 

After all, migrants from the two 
countries have already had open ac¬ 
cess to the UK for years. 

While they have not had access to 
its labour markets, some have still 
been able to work in certain sectors or 
as self-employed migrants. 

“Many of those who would be inter¬ 
ested in travelling to and living in the 
UK have already come,” said a spokes¬ 
man from Oxford. 

“Secondly, in 2004 only three EU 
states - the UK, the Republic of Ireland 
and Sweden - opened their labour 
markets to A8 workers without re¬ 
strictions. Britain, with its large econ¬ 
omy and flexible labour market, quick¬ 
ly became a leading destination. 

“In 2014, the entire EU will be 
obliged to open labour markets fully 
to Romanian and Bulgarian workers. 

“In this scenario, the UK might not 
be uniquely attractive to migrants 
who would have similar labour mar¬ 
ket access in other major EU econo¬ 
mies like Germany and France, pos¬ 
sibly leading to the UK drawing a 
smaller share of A2 migration.” 

Another factor suggesting a smaller 
amount of migration this time is the 
populations of Romania and Bulgaria. 

Together they amount to around 


29 million whereas the combined 
population of the A8 countries was 
around 70 million, meaning consid¬ 
erably less potential migrants. 

But while there are arguments to 
say migration will be small, fears are 
high unemployment rates in Italy 
and Spain - destinations often chosen 
by Romanian-born emigrants - could 
push them to come to the UK instead. 

What will happen is anyone’s 
guess, but hysteria over an influx of 
migrants is not helpful to level-head¬ 
ed debate. 

Robert McCrea, chief executive of 
Migrant Help, which has its head¬ 
quarters in Dover, spoke to us earlier 
this year on the topic. 

“Some politicians work with the 
media to get headlines out about mi¬ 
grants taking our houses, taking our 
jobs,” he said. 

“Migrants come here to work; they 
contribute through National Insur¬ 
ance and support themselves. 

“My own feeling is there is tremen¬ 
dous pressure on the British econo¬ 
my, but I would question how much 
migrants actually contribute to that.”

REGION SEES HUGE RISE IN NON-UK BORN RESIDENTS 


NEW research by The Migration Observatory 
released on Thursday showed of the county’s local 
authorities - including Medway - all but one are in 
the list of top 30 councils to have seen the biggest 
increase of non-UK born residents since 2001. 

Of the 13 districts and boroughs, and unitary 
authority in Medway 12 appear in the south east list, 
with Dartford second after Milton Keynes. 

The district saw a jump from 4,972 non-UK born 


residents in 2001 to 10,981 in 2011. 

Maidstone came fifth, with a rise from 7,247 to 14, 
398, and Gravesend sixth with a jump from 7,264 to 
14,301. 

Dr Carlos Vargas-Silva, the senior researcher 
leading the project, said: “After London, the south 
east has the largest migrant population in England 
and Wales, and this population rose by 60 per cent 
to more than one million between 2001 and 2011.”

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tion knows only too well is a reality 
in today’s staff rooms. 

He also had the required heart of 
gold to make him thoroughly likeable. 

All of which means the character’s 
death this week - after a series watch¬

As the only remaining original cast 
member - close friend Jason Done’s 
character of Tom Clarkson, the only 
other stalwart, was killed off having 
plunged to his death from the roof of 
the school in predictably extravagant 
style - the public probably thought 
curmudgeonly Budgen was here to 
stay. 

But the actor, 57, who since 1991 
has lived in Paddock Wood, and ad¬ 
mits Budgen is based on a former 
teacher he had (“you’d ask what his 
first name was and he’d answer ‘mis- 


T HERE is perhaps nothing 
more unsettling than 
meeting a former teacher 
in an informal setting af¬ 
ter shrugging off the 
shackles of childhood. 

There’s the enormous difficulty of 
getting over the teacher-student role 
you both fulfilled for so long, not to 
mention the over-riding urge to call 
them ‘sir’ or ‘miss’ when you need to 
get their attention. 

And, strangely, the situation is 
not dissimilar when meeting Philip 
Martin Brown. 

Because for the last eight years the 
actor with a CV which reads like a list 
of Britain’s most popular soaps and 
dramas over the last 30 years, has 
become one of the BBC’s best-loved 
school teachers. 

As the grumpy, yet sparky, Grantly 
Budgen in long-running prime-time 
drama Waterloo Road, he became

synonymous with the English teach¬ 
er he portrayed.

B On screen, he fulfilled an es- 
Al sential role in a show where 
the scriptwriters would fre- 
W quently perform storyline 
gymnastics to keep audience 
numbers up and overcome some 
j remarkable challenges. 

' This is, after all, the show 
which found itself needing to 
move the entire school and most of 
its main cast from Manchester to 
Scotland in order to tick some impor¬ 
tant political boxes for the BBC. 

But amid the changes, Mr Budgen 
remained a constant. 

He was the teacher who disap¬ 
peared into cupboards to listen to the 
horseracing, who constantly tutted 
about the appearance and behaviour 
of the young and the mounting 
bureaucracy which any one in educa- 


ter” he says of the man who he now 
counts as a friend) had other plans. 

“I was happy for the eight years on 
Waterloo Road,” he reflects, “but if it 
was any longer it would be more and 
more difficult to find other work. 

“It was my decision to leave. 

“It’s a big commitment filming 
Waterloo Road. 

“If we’re filming 30 episodes, then 
we would be on location for up to nine 
months at a time.” 

It was a daliance with the big 
screen that set the wheels in motion, 
however, to informing bosses on the 
show in January he wanted to quit. 

“Between series six and seven I did 
Tinker Tailor Solider Spy. We went to 
film in Mumbai and I got a taste of 
other things. 

“I realised I was tied down for such 
a long period. My agent was telling 
me I was getting other offers, but I 
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was never available. So I thought it 
was time to try other things and so 
far, so good.” 

Philip Martin Brown’s CV is cer¬ 
tainly impressive. He has spent four 
decades plying his trade across the 
big and small screen and had some 
notable performances alongside some 
of the world’s biggest names. 

As mutineer John Adams in 1984’s 
The Bounty he had a key role on a 
cast list which included Laurence Ol¬ 
ivier, Anthony Hopkins, Mel Gibson, 
Liam Neeson, Edward Fox and Daniel 
Day-Lewis - before many of whom 
had become global icons. 

“You couldn’t put that cast togeth¬ 
er today,” he reflects. 

“But how could you not like it? Ten 
weeks in Tahiti and two weeks in 
New Zealand. It was fabulous. 

“My wife came over while we were 
shooting and her visit coincided with 
filming on parts I wasn’t involved in 
- so we were able to visit Bora Bora 
which was amazing, a beautiful place.” 

Other TV work has seen roles in eve¬ 
rything from EastEnders to Corona¬ 
tion Street, The Bill to Heartbeat, and 
Foyle’s War to Midsomer Murders. 

We meet in the smart surroundings 
of the Hotel du Vin in Tunbridge Wells, 
a former popular retreat of Queen Vic¬ 
toria before her ascent to the throne, 
four days before his character breathed 
his last on Waterloo Road. 

“I was ready to go,” he says of his 
exit, “but I didn’t realise how emo¬ 
tionally attached I was until it came 
to the last day of working and saying 
goodbye to people I’d known for 
years; we’d developed firm friend¬ 
ships, it was a bit of a tug at the end.”

He arrives at the interview clutch¬ 
ing a bag of liver he’s just bought from 
the local butchers and admits he was 
approached several times by fans of 
the show en route. 

“Like the people today, people are 
generally very nice. But just occasion¬ 
ally it gets a bit much,” he explains 
when I ask how he copes with fame. 

“For example, if I’m out for a birth¬ 
day meal with my wife and we’re deep 
in conversation and someone gets a 
mobile phone out and takes a photo it 
does feel a little intrusive. 

“If they’d asked, I’d say yes, of 
course, but there’s something about 


not asking... but then no actor went 
into the business to be anonymous.” 

ike his TV character, there is 
the distinct feeling the actor 
doesn’t suffer fools gladly. 
When I use the phrase 
‘typecast’ in slightly the wrong con¬ 
text, he quite rightly corrects me, but 
in a manner which teeters on the 
brink of being patronising. Yet he is 
warm, polite, entertaining company 
and difficult not to like. 

He is, if nothing else, a polished 
professional. 

“I am a stickler for punctuality and 


self-discipline,” he explains, “but I 
have to have laughter on set. I’ve got 
to have a good time, but I know when 
to stop. 

“So turn up on time, crack the jokes, 
get the work done, but when they say 
‘action’ then the jokes must stop.” 

He will certainly have his work cut 
out in the coming weeks. 

Across the road from where we sit 
is the Assembly Hall Theatre. And on 
December 2 he starts rehearsals for 
the lead role in this year’s festive 
pantomime. The cast of Jack and the 
Beanstalk has just 11 days to learn 
the scripts, songs and staging before 
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ma assistant, advising on scripts at 
ITV - may have long since grown up 
(although he says they’ll be back 
“cheering with the rest of them” when 
he is in panto), but he and his wife re¬ 
main wedded to west Kent; his wife 
working in the local primary school. 

The education theme, it seems, 
runs deep in the household. 

“I’m trained in drama and English, 
but as a supply teacher you’re just 
handed a timetable,” he explains of 
his time at Mascalls.

the public starts to flood in. 

As Fleshcreep he can expect two 
months of solid heckling from chil¬ 
dren - very much like being back in 
the classroom, then. 

Yet Mr Martin Brown brings a little 
additional realism to his fictional Wa¬ 
terloo Road character, having spent 
several years as a supply teacher at 
Mascalls in Paddock Wood. 

Indeed, it was the school which 
played a large role in him moving his 
family to the county. Having met his 
wife - Pip - at college in London (they 
married in 1981), they had two chil¬ 
dren - a son and daughter. 


But at the point the children wanted 
to play outside “we couldn’t let them as 
we lived in inner-city London”. 

“So I said let’s get out and I drew a 
circle within an hour’s travel of Lon¬ 
don,” he explains, ’’and one of those 
places was Tunbridge Wells. 

“The estate agent then pointed out 
Paddock Wood. I came down, thought 
it was nice and fell in love with it. 

“As soon as I saw the playing field 
at Mascalls of that size I couldn’t re¬ 
sist. Where we were in London, you’d 
just get a backyard as a playground.” 

His children - his son, 29, works in 
consultancy, his daughter, 25, a dra¬ 


IT WAS up there with Dallas’ 
infamous ‘shower scene’, when an 
entire series of the US soap was 
written off as simply a dream in 
order to bring back a much-loved 
character killed off in dramati¬ 
cally fashion. 

But Waterloo Road’s remark¬ 
able relocation from Rochdale to 
Scotland was as intriguing as it 
was difficult to script. 

As part of the BBC’s effort to be 
seen as drawing in programmes 
from across the UK, it was 
decided the show would switch 
its location - no easy task when 
the buildings and accents are as 
much a central character as the 
teachers and children whose 
lives the show focuses upon. 

“BBC Scotland said it would 
keep financing it,” explains Mr 
Martin Brown, “if it moved north 
of the border so we could hire a 
Scottish crew and pump money 
back into the local economy.” 

Eventually, viewers saw the 
original Waterloo Road forced to 
close by the local educational 
authority only for wealthy 
benefactor, and former 
student, Lorraine 
Donnogan to announce 
she was to set up a new 
school in Scotland... 
and offer an invitation 
to staff, and even 
students, to make the 
journey to move too. 

Thus, the main 
characters were 


saved and the school switch 
explained. 

Not that everyone was con¬ 
vinced. 

“You just roll with it,” explains 
the actor, whose character moved 
to allow him to start a new life 
with dinner lady Maggie Croft, 
played by former Bread star 
Melanie Hill. 

“They made it work for most 
people - there will always be a 
few who don’t like it and look 
back to the old days - and I was 
one of them. 

“But then Manchester was my 
home town and I missed it a lot. 
But Scottish people were lovely, 
and outside Glasgow we visited 
Mull, Skye and got around the 
Highlands, it was wonderful.” 

The scriptwriters clearly didn’t 
feel the move was enough of a 
cliffhanger for the audience 
however. 

As the coach taking staff and 
pupils north stopped for a 
photograph by the Scotland sign, 
a runaway van ploughed into 
them, leaving one pupil confined 
to a wheelchair in the next 
series. Never a dull moment in 
Waterloo Road, it’s fair to say. 

The show regularly attracts 
around five million viewers a 
week and has been commis¬ 
sioned for a further series.

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“Maths, geography, science - any¬ 
thing but the subjects you trained in, 
it seemed. 

“But I like to think I know more 
about geography and modern lan¬ 
guages than the average 12-year-old. 
Although I have been caught out a 
few times. 

“I haven’t done it since the mid 
2000s. The last time was between the 
first two series of Waterloo Road. 

“I get terribly bored very easily. I 
think I must suffer from the adult ver¬ 
sion of ADHD. So although I didn’t 
need to I did some teaching there.” 

A genuine medical condition which 
has blighted his career, however, was 
epilepsy. Diagnosed when he was 19, 
at its peak he was suffering seizures 
up to eight times a day. 

Yet, remarkably, 15 years later, he 
under went surgery to treat the con¬ 
dition, and since 1994 has not experi¬ 
enced one attack. 

“Years ago, in medieval times,” he 
says, “they thought it was some sort 
of possession by the devil. 

“But now people are burned at the 
stake in the classroom and play¬ 
ground - the name-calling, the teas¬ 
ing. There’s still a lot of that; there’s 
still a stigma attached to it.” 

The condition had meant perform¬ 
ing on stage was ruled out. Today, 
however, he is looking forward to 
treading the boards and enjoying the 
raucous feedback of the pantomime 
audience as well as frequently giving 
his time to helping epilepsy charities. 

Does, I ask, the struggles of many 
theatres depress him, though - when 
so many rely on pantomimes to be 
their financial saviour each year? 


His answer, for a thespian, is re¬ 
freshingly honest. 

“I don’t enjoy going to the theatre,” 
he admits. “The amount of times I’ve 
been and been disappointed far out¬ 
weigh the times I’ve come out excited. 

“So I can quite understand a reluc¬ 
tance - especially given the prices. 

“It needs to be fun. I saw a show at 
the Assembly Hall Theatre recently - 
the Ukulele Orchestra of Great Britain 
- and people could take drinks in so it 
became far less formal and it made 
the whole event fun.” 

N ot that a career in live thea¬ 
tre would appear to be his 
next port of call. It will be 
television, once more, 
where he pops up. 

Since leaving Waterloo Road he has 
been shooting Death Comes to Pem- 


bley - a lavish, star-studded three-part 
drama which will form part of the 
BBC’s key Christmas scheduling. 

He explains: “It’s from a PD James 
novel, which is based on Pembley and 
the Darcy family. She’s taken Pride 
and Prejudice and hung a murder 
mystery on it. It’s really very clever.” 

He’s also just finished a role on En¬ 
deavour, ITV’s series based on a 
young Inspector Morse. 

“A lot of it is about getting known 
again,” he reflects on plunging out of 
the relative security of a regular drama. 

The son of a Methodist minister, he 
was born in Manchester before moving 
to Carlisle then Barrow-in-Furness. 

He admits to being so upset by 
moving from Carlisle when he was 11 
and away from friends that he “dug 
his heels in” not to make an effort. 

He describes being “terribly disrup-

tive” at school, as a consequence, and 
not offered a place at sixth form. 

Instead he went to college and, tak¬ 
ing his parents’ advice, learned a 
trade, teaching, to fall back on should 
his dream of being an actor falter. 

“My parents were always very sup¬ 
portive of me,” he explains. “Someone 
once said to my father I’d either end 
up on the stage or in the pulpit.” 

When I ask if his distinct, clear 
voice comes from his father, he puts it 
more down to smoking - a habit he 
kicked more than 10 months ago. 

For now though his focus is on 
keeping the work flowing in - some¬ 
thing he acknowledges has become 
more difficult in recent years. 

“The reason we get so many high- 
profile names on Waterloo Road,” he 
says, after we discuss Angus Deay- 
ton’s recent recruitment, “is because 
there is so little work in TV drama 
over recent years that there’s the 
trickle-down effect. 

“So where someone like Dustin 
Hoffman wouldn’t consider a particu¬ 
lar part 10 years ago, he’d take it now 
as there’s not the work available. And 


that is felt all the way down the scale.” 

Yet the tide has begun to turn. 

ITV’s Downton Abbey has reinvig¬ 
orated the industry and reminded 
channels that global sales of such 
shows can be enormous money-spin¬ 
ners, while there is an increasing 
number of high profile, short-run, 
dramas which deliver big audiences 
and overseas sales. 

Even Sky - a company which built 
its reputation by acquisition of pro¬ 
gramming rather than investment - 
has changed in recent years. 

F uelled by its Sky Atlantic and 
Sky Arts channels, it is now 
ploughing considerable sums 
into original programming. 
“There’s nothing more expensive 
than drama - costume drama even 
more so,” says Mr Martin Brown. 

“TV companies have looked to 
wherever they can pull in an audi¬ 
ence and not spend the money, that’s 
the Holy Grail. 

“But the balance is tipping. 

“Sky has the money and is making 
the programmes, as are the BBC and 
ITV again. That is encouraging.” 

Given his track record of work, it 
would seem unlikely Philip Martin 
Brown will be returning to the class¬ 
room any time soon to fill the void be¬ 
tween acting jobs. 

The death of Grantly Budgen may 
be mourned by his many fans, but the 
actor who portrayed him is very 
much hoping life after death will be 
far more creatively fulfilling.

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More historical sites 
face ruin as 17 added 
to heritage at-risk list

A HOST of historic venues across 
the county have been added to Eng¬ 
lish Heritage’s At Risk Register - the 
annual guide to those sites most 
threatened through neglect, decay or 
development. 

Among those identified as in most 
urgent need of attention is the Sheer¬ 
ness Dockyard complex with special 
mention of the boat store building. 

In addition, the conservation or¬ 
ganisation identified growing con¬ 
cerns with the Roman Catholic 
church of St Augustine of England in 
Ramsgate, and the Western Heights 
fortifications in Dover, as well as the 
Belvedere folly at Watershare Park in 
Shepherdswell. 

In total, some 17 properties were 
added to the list this year including 
Sittingbourne High Street and the 
Archbishop’s Palace in Otford. 

In addition, is Baker’s Hole Palaeo¬ 
lithic site at Swanscome and Green- 
hithe - which survives as two over¬ 
grown islands of unquarried land 



within a former chalk quarry. 

The site contains undisturbed evi¬ 
dence of early Neanderthal man who 
lived in Britain between 250,000 and 
200,000 years ago and is at risk due 
to lack of management. 


It has become overgrown by thick 
scrub, is subject to animal burrowing 
and ancient animal remains are de¬ 
caying from exposure to the elements. 

English Heritage and Natural Eng¬ 
land are planning a detailed survey of 
the site to develop a long-term man¬ 
agement plan. 

Other buildings added include a 
Martello Tower in Sandgate. 

There is some good news though, 
with a number of sites listed in previ¬ 
ous years removed, notably Hadlow 
Tower, near Tonbridge. It has under¬ 
gone a multimillion-pound renova¬ 
tion programme to be turned into 
upmarket holiday accomodation. 

Others coming off the list include 
Mote House in Mote Park, Maidstone, 
the ruins of Shurland Hall in 
Leysdown and the Vine conservation 
area in Sevenoaks. 

Dr Andy Brown, planning and con¬ 
servation director for English Heritage 
in the south east, said: “While some of 
our most important sites have seen 
huge strides forward, there is still a lot 
left to do in order to preserve the his¬ 
toric buildings and places in the south 
east for future generations.”

We pay high price for game season 

When we highlighted how the pheasant season was fuelling a growing demand for game, we had plenty 
of reaction. Now Rebecca Taylor, head of campaigns for the League Against Cruel Sports, argues for a ban 



L IVING in the countryside, 
the sound of gunfire can 
be as familiar as birdsong 
throughout autumn and 
winter as tableaus of men 
in tweed line up with their 
dogs and guns, shooting into the 
frosted landscape. 

But, with an estimated 50 million 
birds released into the countryside 
each year, I believe it’s high time we 
looked more closely at the impact the 
shooting industry is having. 

One of my core objections to pleas¬ 
ure shooting is based on animal wel¬ 
fare grounds; however, this goes 
deeper than simply objecting to 
shooting for entertainment purposes. 

Contrary to industry propaganda, 
far from being wild and free range, 
the vast majority of game birds are 
actually imported from across Eu¬ 
rope, having been bred and trans¬ 
ported hundreds of miles in hellish 
conditions tantamount to those 
found in factory farming. 

At the actual shoot, many 
birds are not killed out¬ 
right and will be left to 


suffer. One of the reasons is that in the 
UK we have no mandatory training 
requirements before people are al¬ 
lowed to shoot the birds. Even chil¬ 
dren can take part. 

Sadly, the cycle of cruelty 
doesn’t stop there. To en¬ 
sure a ready supply of 
game birds, keepers em¬ 
ploy cruel methods of deter¬ 
ring and killing predators. 

Birds of prey are poisoned 
and their nests destroyed. 

Snares are commonly laid, 
causing the captured ani¬ 
mals to suffer long and 
painful deaths. Foxes and 
badgers are caught be¬ 
cause snares are in¬ 
discriminate, 



and dogs can fall victim to these bar¬ 
baric contraptions. 

In addition to animals’ welfare 
concerns, there are serious impacts 
on the environment and species 
conservation to consider. 

Because of the sheer vol¬ 
ume of non-indigenous birds 
released into the natural en¬ 
vironment, local wildlife is 
forced to compete for vital re¬ 
sources. Furthermore, 
there is evidence to sug¬ 
gest these farmed birds 
may be introducing dis¬ 
eases to wild animals. 
If any other non-indig¬ 
enous animal were re¬ 
leased into the envi¬ 
ronment, never mind 
in these kinds of num¬ 
bers, it would be a re¬ 
cordable criminal of¬ 
fence. 

The use of lead shot 
is another issue. Poi¬ 
sonous lead contami¬ 
nates rivers, lakes 
and soil. Animals 


which ingest this often die. 

Humans are also put in danger of 
road traffic accidents. Semi-tame 
game birds wander into roads and fly 
into vehicles causing accidents; in 
some cases these have been fatal. 

The financial argument to support 
the shooting industry, for me, just 
doesn’t add up either. I am yet to see 
an example of an area being rejuve¬ 
nated by shooting industry revenue. 
As far as I can see, the money rarely 
stays local or works its way into the 
local economy. Furthermore, no one 
can estimate the money lost through 
people choosing not to visit an area 
because of shooting. 

However, regardless of this, you 
can’t put a price on the welfare and 
conservation of animals, the safety of 
residents or the condition of our nat¬ 
ural environment, and this is precise¬ 
ly why the league calls for a ban on 
the shooting of live targets for sport.

Raise a glass to 
Mr Pimm and 
his remarkable 
fruity legacy

AS THE final warmth of summer drifts away, for 
many it means one of the drinks synonymous 
with the season returns to the cupboard. 

But you may wish to keep the bottle out to 
toast its origins one final time. 

Because Pimm’s originates in a village on the 
outskirts of Faversham and from humble begin¬ 
nings, its No.l variety has firmly established it¬ 
self as one of the nation’s favourites. 

Based on gin, its dark red citrus and spice fla¬ 
vour, when blended with tonic or lemonade and 
a selection of summer fruits, has become a fa¬ 
vourite of picnics and outdoor events. 

Its founder was James Pimm. He was born in 
Newnham in 1792 as part of a farming fam¬ 
ily who worked on land around the village 
in the Syndale Valley. 

As a young man Pimm attended univer¬ 
sity in Edinburgh before returning to Kent 
to marry Chatham-born Mary Southernden 
Mallery. 

With his wife’s family working in the 
fishing industry around the county, 

James Pimm hatched a plan to take 
shellfish to London, selling them at Bill¬ 
ingsgate market. 

Before long he had opened a restau¬ 
rant close to Buckingham Palace which 
sold fresh oysters for the capital’s hoi pol- 
loi to enjoy as a snack. 

It has been said that it was on one of 
his journeys from Kent into London that 
Pimm came up with the idea to offer a 
drink as the City gents knocked back his 
oysters. 


Gin was often the tipple of choice at the 
Pimm’s Oyster House, but because of its bitter 
taste, it was knocked back and not savoured. 

So, in 1840, Pimm created a tonic containing 
a secret mixture of herbs, fruit and liqueurs as 
an aid to digestion, serving it in a small tankard 
known as a “No. 1 Cup” - the name which re¬ 
mains today. 

Within 10 years, the Kent-born creator had 
five restaurants and the Pimm’s drink was be¬ 
ing produced on a far larger scale before it was 
sold commercially. 

Pimm’s wife, Mary, died in 1864, aged 68, at 
the family home in East Peckham, leaving be¬ 
hind their seven children. 

A year later, Pimm sold the business and the 
right to use his name to businessman Frederick 
Sawyer and retired in his beloved Kent. 

James Pimm died just two years after his 
wife on August 16, 1866, in East Peckham 
and was buried at the nearby Holy Trinity 
Church, where you can still see his head¬ 
stone. 

Pimm’s has since become a brand known 
across the world, but the secret recipe cre¬ 
ated in Kent remains exactly that, a se¬ 
cret, with only a handful at the compa¬ 
ny’s owners, drinks giant Diageo pic, 
knowing how the drink is made. 

A spokesman for Pimm’s believes 
Kentish people should be proud of the 
origin of the famous drink. 

He told KoS: “The Pimm’s brand is 
synonymous with Britishness and it’s 
great to see the heritage of James 
Pimm’s infamous tipple is still being en¬ 
joyed and loved by Brits today more 
than 170 years after the conception of 
his Pimm’s No. 1 Cup back in 1840.” 
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Fears change in law could bring a 
halt to Remembrance Day parades 

... but Kent Police confirm support after confusion over Chatham event sparks row. Marijke Cox reports 


ORGANISERS of Chatham’s tradi¬ 
tional Remembrance Day parade will 
meet with police on Monday hoping 
to iron out confusion which forced 
police chiefs to reassure the public 
there was no risk to similiar events. 

A row erupted after leader of the 
Medway Labour group, Vince Maple, 
claimed the event in Chatham was in 
jeopardy as police were threatening 
to withdraw support. 

It is understood police had pro¬ 
posed an alternative route as a result 
of a change in laws which give police 
less powers to regulate traffic for such 
events, and can no longer provide 
officers to close roads. 

The county’s top policeman - Chief 
Constable Ian Learmonth - moved 
quickly to confirm no parades any¬ 
where in the county would be de¬ 
railed as a result of police withdraw¬ 
ing support. 

He stressed that Kent Police would 
continue to have a presence at more 
than 70 Remembrance Day events 
and would provide support and guid¬ 
ance with parade organisers - among 
them 12 officers at Chatham. 

Ch Insp Bryan Whittaker said: 


“The force is committed to support¬ 
ing our colleagues at the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion in the running of their 
event and have provided suggested 
alternative routes that are practical, 
safe and can be resourced by police 
and marshals. 

“I am disappointed that after 
months of discussions in which these 
suggestions have been put forward, 
that there has been a breakdown in 
communication at this late stage.” 

Cllr Maple, who pointed out the event 
was not organised by the Legion, but by 
the community, said he welcomed the 
news the police would be there, but 
questioned why there had been disa¬ 
greements over the route. 

“What is wrong with the route that 
has been used for 15 years?” he said. 

“The alternative route has a steep 
hill. Chatham is not like the Nether¬ 
lands, it has lots of hills. It might be 
pleasant to watch from there, but not 
suitable for the type of parade which 
will have lots of young children and 
veterans. 

“We are having a meeting with or¬ 
ganisers and the police on Monday 
for more discussions.”

Regeneration to 
bring revolution 
to town centre

TONBRIDGE town centre is set for a multimil- 
lion-pound facelift which will see a multiplex 
cinema, restaurants and major new leisure 
facility in what council chiefs describe as a 
“once in a generation” opportunity. 

It will be the area’s biggest transformation 
since the town’s football club sold its town centre 
site in 1980, to make way for the Angel Centre 
complex. 

Now one of the key tenants on that site - 
Sainsbury’s - has teamed up with the council to 
unveil the ambitious scheme which would 
breathe vital new life into the town. 

On the existing Angel Centre site, Sainsbury’s 
intends to build a new superstore, along with a 
petrol station, six-screen cinema, restaurants 
and parking, as well as creating strong links 
with the High Street. 

Tonbridge and Mailing Borough Council will 
look to create a new leisure and community 
centre on what is currently the Bradford Street 
car park. This would include a three-court mul¬ 
ti-purpose sports hall, gym, fitness studio, 
changing rooms, community space and multi¬ 
purpose rooms. 

Charity Age UK, which currently operates 
from the site, will be provided with new offices 
as part of the plans. 

A council spokesman said: “The combined 
multimillion-pound investment will draw shop¬ 
pers back to Tonbridge and underpin the vitali¬ 
ty and economic success of the town for the next 
generation. This will come at no cost to the 
council tax payer.” 

Plans went on public display on Friday for two 
days. 

Council leader Nicolas Heslop said: “We look 
forward to receiving local feedback because this 
will play a valuable role in shaping the final vi¬ 
sion for Tonbridge town centre. 

“The provision of an improved retail and lei¬ 
sure offer, the creation of new jobs, enhanced 



public spaces and car parking supported by a 
significant investment by Sainsbury’s is a once 
in a generation opportunity for us.” 

Ross Castle, Sainsbury’s portfolio develop¬ 
ment manager said: “We pleased to be working 
with the council to bring forward an exciting 
new retail and leisure destination for Tonbridge. 

“The investment will regenerate the town 
centre and create hundreds of new jobs for local 
people.” 

For many years Tonbridge has been forced to 
watch on as nearby Tunbridge Wells continued 
the expansion of its retail offering, while its 
more traditional town centre suffered the fate of 
many others as traders shut up shop. 

In recent years, there has been much debate 
about potentially pedestrianising the main 
High Street area in order to allow the town’s 
centre to thrive. 

However, it would seem likely this scheme 
could be what is needed to finally unlock its un¬ 
doubted potential.

Still right to give youth a chance 

Kent Police and Crime Commissioner Ann Barnes reflects on the recent findings over the recruitment 
process used to hire youth commissioner Paris Brown that ended in nationwide controversy and debate 



T HIS week saw the publica¬ 
tion of an independent 
report into the process I 
used for the recruitment 
of a Kent youth commis¬ 
sioner earlier this year. 

Clearly, things didn’t work out as 
planned. 

I promised to have an independent 
report undertaken so everyone could 
be clear on what happened and why. 

The report can be found in its en¬ 
tirety on my website - www.kent-pcc. 
gov.uk. 

For me, it can be summarised as 
a classic case of something falling be¬ 
tween two stools. 

My office didn’t ask for social net¬ 
working vetting, and the force didn’t 
advise it. I take responsibility for that, 
but I hope the people of Kent will 
agree it’s time to move on. 

Why do I believe this post is so 
important? Well, for a whole host of 
reasons, but here are just some. 

The media is full of reports of the 
perils of the new internet age for 
young people. 

Only a few days ago, a national 



newspaper headline bellowed out 
that more than one million UK 
youngsters had been bullied in some 
form on the internet. 

That’s one million, not in total, but 
every day. Yes, every day. 

Experts in Kent Police tell me the 
age that young people can get in¬ 
volved in this unpleasant side of the 
web has fallen significantly. 

It’s now affecting some young peo¬ 
ple attending primary schools. 

The problems are not just related to 
the internet and social networking. 

On top of these relatively new per¬ 
ils, it’s fair to say there are a signifi¬ 
cant number of young people at risk 
of being drawn into a life of crime. 

I know this from my time as a 
teacher of 27 years and a magis¬ 
trate of 25 years. 

Once a young person falls 
into the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem, it’s very hard to get them 
out. 

These are the reasons be¬ 
hind my continued commit¬ 
ment to the idea. 

It’s time to move on and 


put the difficulties of the past recruit¬ 
ment behind us. 

I am refocusing on getting a youth 
commissioner in post to help protect 
our young people from becoming a 
victim, and - to help pre¬ 
vent young * . v people 
from turn- ^ ing to a 

life

Yes, there were problems and the 
first run didn’t work out. 

But it would be wrong to give up on 
an idea just because there were prob¬ 
lems getting it to work. 

I was particularly pleased to note 
the widespread support for this initia¬ 
tive at the recent meeting of the Po¬ 
lice and Crime Panel, which ques¬ 
tions and probes my decisions as 
commissioner. 

A youth commissioner will be 
someone to whom young people can 
relate. 

I already have a number of initia¬ 
tives ‘ready to go’ and am about to 
announce new funding for extra 
work in the county’s primary schools. 

The recruitment will open on Octo¬ 
ber 16.1 urge everyone with the inter¬ 
ests of the county’s young people at 
heart to get behind this important 
initiative.

Boss turns up the 
heat in 8,000-mile 
yacht challenge 
in aid of charity

NORMALY, Andrew Thomas spends his week 
resolving the challenges he faces as boss of a 
heating company in Canterbury. 

The next few weeks, however, will be a little 
different. 

Because instead of paperwork and customers, 
Mr Thomas will find himself facing the elements 
as he battles the high seas travelling 8,000 
miles. What’s more, he’s paying £15,000 for the 
privilege - and raising thousands for charity. 

His payment has secured him a place on the 
PSP Logistics boat taking part in the Clipper 
Round the World Yacht Race and last weekend 
he jetted out to Rio in Brazil to join his boat. 

And this week he has been en route to Cape 
Town in South Africa, before heading on to 
Australia as part of a nine-week adventure. 

Speaking to us the day before he flew out, Mr 
Thomas admitted he had been a complete nov¬ 
ice when it came to sailing, and has had just 
three weeks of training for his voyage. 

He said: “This came up and I thought I would 
give it a go. I admit I am really apprehensive. 
Not scared, but a little worried considering the 
waters we will be sailing through.” 

He joined the boat in Rio for the start of the 
second leg of the race, sailing to Cape Town. Af¬ 
ter a rest period they will then set off for Aus¬ 
tralia, before he finally flies home. 

The 50-year-old, who works for Heat Design 
Ltd, said: “My wife Debbie has been great and 
given me permission to go.” 

He hopes to raise at least £8,000 for the 


Strode Park Foundation, a Herne-based charity 
for children and adults with disabilities, offering 
respite, assisted living care, holidays and inde¬ 
pendent life skills training. 

He said: “This is the only round the world 
yacht event open to non-professional crew, with 
the majority of entrants not having sailed before.” 

It started on September 1 in London with 12 
matched yachts leaving St Katherine’s Dock 
heading for Brazil. 

The third leg, from South Africa to Australia, 
across the Southern Ocean, is known for having 
some of the most hazardous waters, with giant 
waves and constant high winds. 

He said: “The distance travelled for my part in 
the race is approximately 8,000 miles. 

“I had to undergo three weeks of rigorous 
training, testing my physical and mental endur¬ 
ance to the limit, to the point I had to question, 
on occasion, my reasons for taking part, but 
this is the opportunity of a lifetime. There is 
even a chance our boat can win - that would be 
brilliant. This is not just going sailing. This is a 
race, and I want to be part of the winning team. 
When you are on shift, you are really on it every 
inch of the way; even at night in mountainous 
seas that you can’t see in front of you. 

“But when my reasons for doing it became 
cloudy during training I decided this had to be 
for charity. It gave me something to focus on. 

“It is my hope and intention to raise money 
equal to the miles travelled.” 

The company owner stressed: “All my costs 
for taking part are covered so all donations will 
go to the charity.”

Dreamland is back on track 
as legal challenge is rejected 

Marijke Cox looks at the six-year campaign to save Margate’s amusement park as it celebrates success 



THE RECENT LEGAL BATTLE 

June 2011 

TDC serves a compulsory purchase order 
(CPO) on the Dreamland site owners 

January 2012 

Landowners challenge the CPO and it goes 
to public inquiry 

August 2012 

TDC receives approval from the Secretary of 
State for the CPO - a decision immediately 
challenged by the landowners. 

March 2013 

Two-day hearing takes place at the High 
Court. It dismisses the challenge against the 
Secretary of State. 

May 2013 

The landowners appeal the decision by the 
High Court. 

August 2013 

Cabinet at TDC agrees to authorise a 
general vesting declaration, a way of 
acquiring the land 

September 3 

Site transfers to TDC 

September 25 

Court of Appeal hearing 

October 8 

Appeal dismissed 


IT’S been a long and difficult road. 

Blighted by uncertainty on what 
should have been an exciting jour¬ 
ney; cynics around every corner pre¬ 
dicting a bleak future. 

Dreamland in Margate has, after 
all, sat desolate for some six years, a 
stark reminder of what used to be. 
No-one could blame the community 
for becoming disheartened. 

But it was the community, with the 
help of Thanet District Council, which 
came to the rescue. 

A six-year campaign by local peo¬ 
ple to save the site from redevelop¬ 
ment and instead preserve this im¬ 
portant part of British culture led to 
the creation of the Dreamland Trust 
and the plan to turn it into the world’s 
first heritage amusement park. 

But it was never going to be easy. 

Legal battles ensued, TDC served a 
compulsory purchase order (CPO) 
and appeals were submitted by the 
then-owner to try and put a stop to 
the council and trust’s plans. 

It was, ironically, a rollercoaster 
ride to where they are today. 

But in what has finally sealed a fu¬ 
ture for the site, the Court of Appeal 
this week threw out a legal bid by 
DreamlandLive, previously the Mar¬ 
gate Town Regeneration Company. 

The firm, which owned the site for 
years, was attempting to challenge 
the High Court’s decision to uphold 
the council’s CPO. 

DreamlandLive said it wanted to 
redevelop the site itself with a mix of 
entertainment funded by “much- 
needed” quality housing. 

But critics argued the company 
had previously failed to do anything 
with the site and it had sat empty for 
years, therefore it was time for some¬ 
one else, namely the Dreamland 
Trust and its supporters, to take over. 

Jan Leandro, heritage and engage¬ 
ment manager at the trust, told KoS 
the defeat of the appeal was a signifi¬ 
cant step forward. 

“It’s been frustrating, more than 
anything else because it’s slowed us 
down,” she said. 

“We’ve done as much background 
work as possible but we couldn’t push 
forward with the physical work. 

“This will now start in January af¬ 
ter surveys are done over the next 
eight weeks. These were done two 
years ago, but have to be carried out 
again after the long delay. 

“We’re now moving towards an 
opening of Easter 2015.” 

Movement on the site is expected to 
revive tired hopes of a future for the 
seaside attraction and next spring it is 
hoped an area will open on the sea¬ 
front to allow visitors and residents to 
engage with the project. 

“We’ll be doing events next year, 
lots of activities - we want to have a 
viewing platform,” said Ms Leandro. 
“It’s all the build up to the opening.” 


Work is now under way to protect 
the three important heritage assets 
on the site; the Grade II-listed Scenic 
Railway, the Grade II-listed cinema 
building and the Grade II-listed Me¬ 
nagerie Cages - the oldest zoo cages 
in the UK. 

Behind the scenes, the all impor¬ 


tant brand and creative design for 
the site is also being worked on - a 
joint effort between the Dreamland 
Trust and HemingwayDesign, the 
company belonging to the founder of 
fashion brand Red or Dead, Wayne 
Hemingway. 

Labour leader of Thanet District 


Council, Clive Hart, said Dreamland 
was a precious asset for Thanet and 
he was thrilled with the Court of Ap¬ 
peal ruling. 

Although ownership of the site 
transferred to the council on Septem¬ 
ber 3, an appeal by the owners meant 
a question mark had still hovered 
over its future. 

“With significant external funding 
in place and overwhelming public 
support, we have remained confident 
in our vision to create a world class 
visitor attraction on this site,” said 
Cllr Hart. 

“We believe the compulsory pur¬ 
chase of the land was the only viable 
option to save and restore Dream¬ 
land, given the unacceptable length 
of time it has remained empty.” 

The heritage park - or rather, an 
“amusement park of thrilling historic 
rides” as the council insisted it be ref- 
ered to in the press this week - is 
funded by the Heritage Lottery Fund, 
the Department of Culture, Media 
and Sport’s Sea Change programme 
and TDC. 

The first phase will cost £10m. 

At the very heart of the proposals is 
the much-loved Scenic Railway, built 
in 1920 and the UK’s oldest roller¬ 
coaster. 

It has a turbulent past, surviving a 
fire by a suspected arsonist in April 
2008 where its middle section was 
destroyed. The ride, which needs re¬ 
storing, is set to be the focal point of 
the restored site.

Jan Leandro said: “It will be a nerv¬ 
ous time leading up to that first ride 
on the Scenic Railway - it will be a re¬ 
ally important moment, what we 
have been working towards.” 

KoS contacted DreamlandLive for a 
comment but received no reponse. 

Previously, chairman Toby Hunter 
has criticised the council’s plans, 
saying that they were not financially 
viable. 

Instead, DreamlandLive wanted to 
revive its own project, which involved 
an amusement park and 500 homes. 

Speaking to the BBC, Mr Hunter 
criticised the council’s handling of 
the site. 

“There is supposed to be a fire 
alarm, there is supposed to be a secu¬ 
rity system, CCTV and security, and 
yet the door is open and it’s open to 
the public. 

“There are squatters there.” 

Ms Leandro said now the site was 
officially in council hands security 
was in place and the site secured.

Silent killer has been 
claiming victims for 
more than 50 years 

Joe Bill looks at the on-going fight to win compensation for the victims of asbestos 


AT ITS peak, Chatham Dockyard was 
not only an essential cog in the Royal 
Navy’s ship-building empire, it was 
the beating heart of the community. 

The Medway towns relied on it for 
the employment of thousands, as did 
ancilliary businesses which supplied 
the site, and the families of workers. 

Little wonder its closure in 1984 
dealt such a devastating blow. 

But what no-one can have imag¬ 
ined all those years ago is that almost 
30 years after its closure, people 
would be dying through illnesses 
they contracted there. 

The use of asbestos in heavy indus¬ 
try such as dockyards and factories 
was widespread by the end of the 
19th and early 20th century due to 
its resistance to heat and insulating 
properties. 

What would only come to light by 
the early 1960s, however, was that 
when disturbed, inhalation of the fine 
fibres could cause a cancer which, 
decades later, would kill many. 

This came too late for a number of 
employers who realised they had ex¬ 
posed staff to a carcinogen. 

Recently released statistics found 
that Medway is one of the top four ar¬ 
eas in the UK when it comes to deaths 
caused by asbestos-related illness. 


According to the figures from the 
not-for-profit Association of Personal 
Injury Lawyers (APIL) 4.7 of every 
100,000 deaths in Medway are put 
down to asbestos. Specifically, mesothe¬ 
lioma; a cancer caused by the fibres 
attaching to the inside of the lungs. 

Across the county, 12 out of 15 lo¬ 
cal councils recorded a higher death 
rate than the national average. Not 
all will be dockyard-related - asbes¬ 
tos was widely used. Nationwide, 
there are some 3,000 asbestos-related 
deaths a year. 

The difficulty, however, comes re¬ 
garding compensation. In some cas¬ 
es, half a century will have passed. 
Companies have closed, dockyards 
shut, insurance policies are forgotten. 

This week, law firms once again 
called for the compensation process 
to be simplified. 

Industrial disease lawyer Craig 
Howell, from Birchall Blackburn Law 
- which works alongside the National 
Asbestos Helpline - said: “Asbestos 
conditions take up to 50 years 
to develop. It has an incredibly long 
latency period, so you might have 
been exposed to it in the 1960s and 
then all of a sudden you get this can¬ 
cer now. People have to think back 
years to find where they were exposed.” 


The difficulty in tracking down 
companies, and perhaps more impor¬ 
tantly their insurers, means compen¬ 
sation claims are difficult to complete. 

Mr Howell adds: “One of the prob¬ 
lems is that a lot of the companies 
aren’t still around. So sufferers from a 
compensation point of view had the 
difficulty of trying to find insurers. 
Back then companies weren’t re¬ 
quired to keep records of insurers. So 
people with this disease that is going 
to kill them can’t get compensation 
because they can’t find the insurers. 

“In 1965 there was an article in the 
Sunday Times, which was really the 
first time it was in the public domain 
where the authors were talking about 
how a new cancer could be connected 
with asbestos exposure. 

“For claimants, that was important 
because the article should have put 
people on notice about the dangers. 

“We have had quite a few cases, I am 
looking into one now in relation to a 
cement company. And Chatham 
docks is one of the main culprits I have 
seen. It is one of the reasons Kent has a 
heavy number of incidents.” 

It is predicted that the number of 
cases of asbestos-related diseases will 
peak in 2016 but Mr Howell explained 
that the types of cases coming for¬ 


ward are beginning to change. 

“Typically it used to be heavy in¬ 
dustries, shipyards, power stations - 
from 1960s industrial England. But 
what we are seeing now is a change 
in the nature of people with it to 
school teachers, caretakers and office 
workers because you don’t have to 
have had much exposure to get this.” 

The asbestos claims are set to 
change for the better next year under 
government rules making it easier for 
victims who cannot find their former 
employers or employer’s liability in¬ 
surers (ELI) to obtain compensation. 

Karl Tonks, former president of 
APIL, said: “We know the majority of 
employers were insured, and ELI was 
compulsory from January 1972. So 
there’s been a campaign to get a ‘last 
resort fund’ to meet the gap where the 
insurance industry have taken pre¬ 
miums but when it comes to meeting 
a claim, there is a hole in the records. 

“The mesothelioma bill is going 
through parliament to set up a fund, 
created by a levy on insurers that 
currently offer ELL 

“Claimants will get 75 per cent of a 
fixed amount, that is a hell of a lot bet¬ 
ter than the previous situation where 
people with a good claim fail because 
the insurers can’t be found.” 


The Health and Safety 
Executive continue to warn 
home owners and tradesmen 
about the dangers of asbestos 
in older buildings and run an 
awareness campaign called 
Britain’s Hidden Killer. 

A spokesman for the HSE 
said: “Asbestos may be part of 
any commercial or domestic 
building which was built or 
refurbished before the year 
2000. Asbestos can typically 
still be found in cement 
products, lagging on pipes 
and boilers and in ceiling and 
wall cavities. 

“Where asbestos is in poor 
condition or is likely to be 
damaged during the normal 
use of the building, it should 
be sealed, enclosed or 
removed, as appropriate. 

“Those considered most at 
risk of exposure to asbestos 
fibres are tradesmen and 
maintenance workers who 
disturb the fabric of buildings 
during the course of their 
work. Precautions must be 
taken to ensure tradespeople 
don’t put themselves or others 
at risk by disturbing asbestos.”

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F ROM serving alongside 
Prince Harry to going 
undercover in Kosovo, 
one Gurkha from 
Folkestone has a very 
different story to tell in 
becoming the first from his 
country to join the SAS. 

That story has now been retold 
in the first-ever autobiography of a 
Gurkha to have served in tours of 
the Balkans and Afghanistan with 
the British special-forces elite. 

A Gurkha’s Story, written by 
Johnny Gurkha (not his real 
name), describes the changes from 
his early life and culture in Nepal 
through to selection for his 
regiment and the SAS. 

Then there are the daring 
deployments with the special forces 
to Bosnia, Kosovo and 
Afghanistan, where he served 
directly alongside Prince Harry 
before retiring. 

It is a tale of defying the odds for 
selection and battling against the 
caste system in his homeland, 
while he reveals what life is truly 
like for a modern-day Gurkha in 
the British Army. 

Growing up in Nepal, joining the 
military was a dream and would 
ensure he followed in the footsteps 
of his father, who had served in 
Burma during the Second World 
War. 

But his initial choice to gain 
entry into the Indian Gurkhas did 
not happen because of the 
country’s caste system, which 
governed the country’s culture and 
among other things selection for 
certain regiments within the army. 
“My father had an idea I wanted

to join,” he said. “I didn’t make the 
Indian Gurkhas and he passed 
away - that’s all part of the story. If 
you want to join the British 
Gurkhas and you’re not in the right 
caste, it is very challenging, I 
wasn’t in the right caste. 

“The regiment was based on the 
caste system. For my caste there is 
just one regiment, but other people 
have more choice. 

“Everything went through, all 
the medicals were passed, but the 
day before I was to join they said 
the quota of vacancies was already 
filled and I couldn’t join. 

“I tried again, but the same thing 
happened and when I went back I 
saw all my friends who had joined 
up before. It was very sad.” 

He did have a plan B but was not 
ready to give up on his dream after 
his initial rejection. 

“I was born after my father 
retired and there are no benefits or 
welfare system in Nepal,” he said. 
“There is very little pension for 
Indian Gurkhas or the Nepalese 
Army, although he served a long 
time. He passed away just before I 
joined the Gurkhas, so he wasn’t 
able to see what I did.” 

While his father encouraged 
him, he was keener to pass on the

importance of looking after his 
family as the eldest son. 

“He wanted me to join the 
Gurkhas. He never said do this or 
do that, but he was getting old and 
I was the first son from his second 
wife,” he said. “The culture and 


tradition is that the first son has 
the responsibility to look after the 
family. It was more about how to 
look after the family. He didn’t 
pressure me to join the Gurkhas. 

“He served in World War Two, 
but in terms of the detail of where 


he went I’m not sure. He fought in 
Burma, I think. I used to hear the 
stories, but because I didn’t know 
the outside world or figure out

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where he went. I was young and 
didn’t get it.” 

‘Johnny’ was not to be put off by 
the rejection and made it into the 
British Gurkhas in 1986 and was 
stationed in Hong Kong before later 
moving to Aldershot, Hereford and 
Folkestone. Although it was a quiet 
period as far as active service was 
concerned, this opened up a whole 
new world for the fledgling recruit. 

“It was a big change,” he said. 
“When I went to Hong Kong I saw all 
the high-rise buildings - it was 
completely different to the 
countryside of the UK. 

“When I was in school I learned 
about the English industrial 
revolution and thought it was 
completely different. 

“I had a difficulty to communicate 

- we were used to talking in our own 
group. When you go outside of that, 
there is a big difference. 

“It was a dull period when I joined. 
After training, your focus wants to 
take part in war - that’s how you 
feel. You don’t want to sit down in 
the barracks and take part in drills 

- it doesn’t amuse soldiers.” 

However, his head was soon 

turned as he began to hear stories of 
the SAS from his seniors and he set 
out to join the elite group. In the 
meantime he became a Pathfinder, 
now part of the 16th Air Assault 
Brigade, taking on intelligence-led 
missions, often behind enemy lines 
in dangerous situations. 

“When I joined, I heard my seniors 
talking about the SAS and taking 
part in some of their exercises,” he 


said. “They used to explain how it 
worked and tell me what their 
capabilities were. 

“I wanted to join and do 
something like that. Until I joined, 
there were quite a lot of restrictions. 
Going outside the Gurkhas was not 
what they wanted. But I tried and 
managed to join the Pathfinders, 
while one of my friends became a 
helicopter pilot. 

“I learnt quite a lot from the 
Pathfinders. After seeing that and 
getting knowledge, I thought I could 
make it. If I went straight from Hong 
Kong to SAS selection, I wouldn’t 
have. Soldiering-wise maybe, but the 
knowledge and the language, I think 
it would have been quite difficult. 

“Language was the main thing, 
and our culture. People thought our 
reputation might drop if we crossed 
the boundary. There were things like 
not being allowed to marry outside 
- if you married a foreign girl, you

had to leave the Army.” 

His acceptance into the SAS in 
1995 was a landmark moment for 
the military as he was the first 
Gurkha in a 200-year alliance with 
the British to join the group. 

“The national newspapers wrote 
about it and the brigade was anxious 
about what was going to happen,” 
said Johnny. “It was a big 
achievement and a huge change for 
our culture.” 

After that came tours of duty in 
Kosovo, Bosnia and Afghanistan, 
alongside Prince Harry. 


“The last tour of Bosnia I did was 
recce work, observing the bad guys 
and trying to catch war criminals,” 
he said. “It was very interesting, a 
good job. I enjoyed that. 

“Prince Harry was air controller 
and I was the operation officer on 
our base in Afghansitan. He loved 
the Gurkhas and always wanted to 
work with them. I don’t know if it 
was true, but when he joined the 
Army he wanted to join the Gurkhas 
- that was a rumour I heard. 

“When we were in training in 
Salisbury, the young princes and 


Prince Charles used to visit us. So he 
must have some sort of feeling for 
working with the Gurkhas.” 

Now working locally in security 
after retiring from the SAS in 2010, 
the 46-year-old decided he had a 
story worth telling: “The Gurkhas 
themselves haven’t written any 
books. I might be wrong, but there 
are no autobiographies, so I thought 
it would be interesting and had a go. 

“The book had to clear the MoD 
and so it took a fairly long time.”

Some mornings I wake up and not 
have a clue where I am - not so bad at 
home because I recognise the room. 

“It’s a strange thing to explain to 
someone what that’s like. 

“My long-term memory is 
impeccable. I was talking to a doctor 


asking when does short-term become 
the long term and he didn’t know. 

“It’s one of those things I’m used to 
now. When I first realised, it was 
terrible. It was so frustrating trying 
to remember things. It was driving 
me nuts. They [doctors] told me to

A S one of the bands of 
the 70s, Slade had it 
all, but drummer 
Don Powell is finding 
more happiness these 
days than ever before. 
With their charismatic frontman 
Noddy Holder, Slade encapsulated 
everything about glam-rock with a 
string of chart hits including Cum 
On Feel the Noize, Look Wot U Don, 
Mama Weer all Crazee Now and 
‘that’ Christmas song, Merry 
Christmas Everybody. 

It was 40 years ago that 
Powell, who has continued the 
band since 1992 and is coming 
to Tunbridge Wells, Dartford and 
Chatham next month, almost lost 
his life in a car crash that killed his 
girlfriend Angela Morris. 

He was in a coma for six days and 
had to walk with the aid of stick for 
some time afterwards. 

While his wounds healed, Powell 
was left with severe short-term 
memory loss, which caused many 
problems when playing on tour. 

As a coping mechanism, he kept a 
diary, if only so he knew where he 
was supposed to be. 

After re-reading them recently, the 
67-year-old, who now lives in 
Denmark, decided to publish his 
autobiography Look Wot I Dun: Don 


Powell of Slade, which came out last 
month. 

“You try to forget certain things,” 
he said. “Lots of things are in the 
diaries. I opened up about my drink 
problem. I totally opened up and I felt 
a lot better after. That’s how the book 


really started. Everything was 
interesting. It’s interesting for me to 
read as well because we were 
non-stop touring the world back 
then. 

“My memory is unpredictable - my 
short-term memory is the problem.

accept there was nothing I could do 
about it. I just had to live with it. 

“When I first went to rehearsals, 
physically it was OK, but the band 
would say ‘Right, let’s go into 
Squeeze Me Please Me’ and I would 
be ‘Woh, how does that go?’. 

“I had to have certain things 
written down so I knew what 
happened where in the song. It takes 
the spontaneity out of it.” 

In the years after the accident, 
Powell spent a lot of time with fellow 
Brummie Ozzy Osbourne. It did not 
always end well as the drinking 
became a daily habit. 

“Oz was my drinking partner, so I 
don’t need to say any more. We went 
back to the house one day and Oz 
seemed a bit apprehensive. I asked 
his driver if it was a good idea and he 
said no. 

“Sharon [Osbourne’s wife] came 
out with a shotgun and blasted the 
side of their new BMW they’d just 
taken delivery of. It didn’t go down 
too well with Ozzy. 

“I had the discipline never to drink 
before I went on stage. But 
afterwards I would, and on days off I 
would meet Ozzy and be in the bar 
every day. Everything was on a 
platter for us and the only time I 
didn’t drink was when I was asleep. 

“It was a disease, really. At the 


time I thought I was having a great 
time, but you soon learn. 

“I’ve not drunk since 1985 and I’ve 
had more fun now than when I was 
drinking. I find I have more fun now 
and I can remember it. I don’t wake 
up with a bruise on my face where 
someone’s punched me.” 

Slade’s current incarnation features 
fellow original member guitarist 
Dave Hill, with Mai McNulty on

vocals and John Berry on bass. 

There is to be another line-up 
change in the near future, with 
McNulty keen to explore pastures 
new, but not before his replacement 
is found. 

Hill and Powell have carried on the 
Slade name since 1992, with various 
changes. But fans harbouring hopes 
of Noddy Holder and bassist Jim Lea 
returning will be disappointed. 

“We’ve got a few people to have a 


listen to for auditions,” said Powell. 

“Mai doesn’t want to walk out, so 
he will stay until we find someone. 
There’s no bad feelings, but as soon 
as we find someone he will step back. 

“It was a bit strange when we first 
went back on the road in 1992, 
especially as we had been together 
for 40 years from school, but it’s part 
of the norm now. 

“Nod [Holder] has dropped out of 
the scene completely now, which is a 
shame. There’s no way he was going 
to do it, and still feels the same now. 
He’s got other things on his plate 
doing TV and radio. 

“When we get together, it’s just 
like the old days. You can’t throw 
those out the window. 

“Occasionally a big gang of us get 
together in London and we have a 
good laugh.”

50th anniversary race weekend 
Buckmore Park 

October 18-20 


FIFTY years ago, the Army was 
given a training exercise to create a 
400-metre go-kart track on Bluebell 
Hill... little did the troops know that 
it would become a breeding ground 
for Formula One stars and a 
destination for royalty. 

Buckmore Park has gone on to 
become a key leisure destination for 
adrenaline junkies and for aspiring 
motorsport stars. 

Current owner Bill Sisley took over 
the site in the mid-1980s and 
propelled the circuit to the next level 
in terms of competition, with drivers 
such as future FI stars Johnny 
Herbert, Jenson Button and Lewis 
Hamilton getting behind the wheel. 

There was even a visit from 
Princess Diana, who brought young 
princes William and Harry along for 
the day in 1992. 

“When I was a young man I was 
told that only racing drivers could 
drive karts and there was no way 
you could make a living out of 
running a kart circuit. That was 50 
years ago,” said Sisley. 

“I thought this was nonsense then 
and I have proved that anyone can 
drive a kart, whether it be a four- 
year-old on a birthday party or an 
86-year-old. 

“I don’t distinguish between an

owner-driver, a hire-karter or a 
corporate guest - they are all 
customers to me. I think Buckmore 
has been such a commercial success 
because that’s always been our 
philosophy: karting for all. 

“When I first came here the venue 
was dilapidated and about to close. 
There was no infrastructure and in 
1985 only 1,000 people came here 
all year. Last year more than 150,000 
took part at some kind of event here. 

“Although competition karting is 
my passion and we have a 50-year 
sporting heritage, it now only 
represents 5 per cent of our business. 
It’s our educational and training side 
that is very important - working 
with schools, colleges and universities 


and training young drivers aged six 
to 16 by way of our clubs. 

“Our adult clubs are also over¬ 
subscribed, with more than 3,500 
members racing regularly.

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I T keeps the workers of 

Britain going and gives a 
kick-start to your day, but 
making tea is much more 
than simply putting the 
kettle on... it’s an art form. 
The re-emergence of the famous 
East India Company has once 
again given Brits access to top- 
quality goods from abroad, just as 
it did when it started more than 
400 years ago. 

One of those is the humble tea 
leaf, of which there are hundreds of 
varieties waiting to tingle the taste 
buds of our nation, having been 
hand-picked in Asia. 

Now those varieties, as well as 
other fine foods including coffee, 
biscuits and jams, are coming to 
Kent, with the EIC opening its 
second UK branch in Bluewater. 

From there, tea-master Lalith 
Lenadora, pictured below right, 
will be raising awareness of his 
craft and divulging the secrets 
around tea-making. 

Lenadora is certainly an expert 
on the subject, having been in the 
industry since the age of 18, 
working his way up from a tea- 
planter in his native Sri Lanka to 
sharing his encyclopedic 
knowledge of the industry in 
Britain with the EIC. 

“Most of the British love tea,” he 
said. “As many as 165 million cups 
are drunk a day. It is a vital part of 
everyday life. A lot of the 
youngsters are moving into leaf 
tea. With this, when you brew it in 
the cup, it releases all the flavours 
during a period of four minutes. 

“With tea bags, they are not 
often left in for longer than one 
minute, which releases the colour, 
but you don’t get the same flavour 
and benefits.” 

One of the reasons for the firm’s 
success is the freshness of its tea. 
Many other companies take up to 
six months to import their teas 
after dealing with middle men and 
agents and deliberating over costs. 

But Lenadora’s knowledge of the 
system allows him to bring it by 
plane within 28 days of picking, 
ensuring it is one of the freshest 
imported teas around. 

“As soon as you expose any tea 
to air, it loses most of its 
characteristics,” said the 54-year- 
old. 

“My role is to source the tea from 
the planter. My knowledge helps 
me to source it direct and the tea 
arrives within 21-28 days. Others 
often arrive in four to five months 
or are sometimes six 
months old when 
they arrive. 

“When you select 
the tea, you feel the 
tea, you 
smell it, 
taste it and

ask what consumers think.” 

Blends can range from the more 
popular Earl Greys to ones 
containing saffron from Iran, 
while there are many rare brands. 

“The rarest tea and most 
expensive is Golden Tips, which 
come from a bush. It is picked only 
during two hours of the day when 
the bud is closed before the sun 
comes out,” he said. “It costs 
around £130 for 100 grams.” 

Having worked in the industry 
for so long, he has consumed a fair 
few cups of tea in his time, but 
Lenadora is as keen as ever to 
continue his work. 

“I’m still learning 
about tea,” 
he said. “I 
learnt from 
the British, 
so I’m 
giving back 
my 




knowledge now. It gives me a great 
deal of satisfaction. 

“We need to do an awareness 
programme to help people 
appreciate tea. We need to change 
the way it is drunk. I help in how to 
select tea and how to serve tea 
through tea-tasting sessions.” 


Top tea tips 


1 Always use freshly-drawn 
boiling water. Reboiling the 
kettle reduces the oxygen level in 
the water. Oxygen draws out the 
best flavour in tea. 

2 Warm the teapot with warm 
water before you use it to help 
the tea stay hotter for longer. 

3 Use one tea bag or teaspoon of 
tea leaves per person plus ‘one 
for the pot’ if you prefer a stronger 
cup of tea. 

4 Don’t throw away rare teas 
after one brew as they can be 
used several times. 

5 When using leaf tea, the water 
should be below boiling point 
as the amino acids that produce 
the tea’s flavour dissolve at a lower 
temperature. 


THE EAST INDIA COMPANY 

The company was originally established 
more than 400 years ago during the reign of 
Elizabeth I by English merchants who were 
drawn to life in the east. 

Thousands of Brits set up home in places 
such as India, Burma, Malaya and Indo-China 
and brought delicacies to England via ship. 

At one point it had the largest merchant 
navy in the world and conducted 50 per cent 
of world trade. 

The company folded 138 years ago after 
soldiers of the company’s own army revolted 
against the British in 1857.

T HAI has not yet 

commanded the place in 
the British psyche held by 
Indian food. “We must 
catch up and have a beer 
and a Thai” is not part of our lexicon. 

It is, though, arguably first in the 
pursuing pack that has helped 
changed this country’s culinary 
landscape over recent decades. 

The opening of the Surin 
Restaurant in 2002 certainly 
changed things in Ramsgate, 
although the echoes of something a 
little out of the ordinary spread far 
beyond the Isle of Thanet. 

Owner and chef Damrong Garbutt 
is no slouch when it comes to 
mastering the art of publicity - and 
good luck to her. National 
newspapers have veritably queued 
up to sing the Surin praises. 

Surin, it should be stressed, isn’t 
just about Thai food. Menus, 
business cards and indeed all 
promotional literature make clear 
that dishes are borrowed not just 
from Thailand but from Laos and 


Cambodia as well. This may be less of 
an eye-opener these days, given the 
manner in which the last two 
countries have opened up culturally 
and socially, but when the Surin 
opened its doors most of us knew 
little of either, culinarily or 
otherwise. 

The restaurant now has a number 
of rivals locally. The long-heralded, if 
never fully realised, rejuvenation of 
Thanet has heralded some genuine 
benefits away from the hype. 

One is the development of an 
ever-strengthening arts scene, while 
the other is an excellent choice of 
cuisine that can stand eye to eye 
with most places. 

So how does the Surin match up 
against the newcomers or indeed the 


more long-standing establishments? 
Has the early front-runner been 
overtaken by the new kids on the 
block? 

Happily - because I like the Surin 
- the answer is no. In truth, nothing 
had changed very much from my last 
visit. The atmosphere is still homely 
and welcoming, the service 
charming and the food excellent. 

Just writing about the fish cakes 
that I had as a starter makes me 
want to divert there on the way 
home this evening, while the roast- 
duck curry with house-special fried 
rice was an exquisite main course. 

My companions elected for 
butterfly prawns in breadcrumbs 
and chicken satay as their starters, 
while their respective main courses 



were mixed seafood, lemongrass and 
chilli and beef with ginger. They 
shared a bowl of steamed rice. 

I’ll conclude with their reaction. 
Both can be excessively hard to 
please, excessively critical. Both were 
thrilled with their meal and keep 
asking when they can return. 
Compliments really come no greater. 


With wine and coffee taken, a final 
bill of less than £60 added to the 
general joy. Bravo Surin!

Eurostar going Dutch is 
no concern to Manston 


Announcement of 
a new high-speed 
rail service from 
London to the 
Dutch capital of 
Amsterdam is due 
in 2016 , heralding 
fresh opportunities 
for Kent businesses 
looking to connect 
with Europe - but it 
could see Eurostar 
and Manston in a 
battle to attract the 
same customers, 
says Chris Murphy 


SMALL business chiefs have welcomed 
news Eurostar trains look set to travel 
directly to Amsterdam in three years 
time as part of an expansion of its 
services. 

The route, which could service 
both Ebbsfleet and Ashford by 2016, 
will likely run in direct competition 
to airline operator KLM’s flights to 
the Dutch capital out of Manston, a 
short-haul service to the city’s inter¬ 
national hub airport Schiphol. 

Although Eurostar has said prices 
have not yet been finalised, Manston 
bosses have welcomed the competi¬ 
tion, but stress it is too early to be 
talking about a price war. 

Chairman for the Federation of 
Small Businesses in Kent and Med¬ 
way Roger House is delighted there 
will be more than one option availa¬ 
ble to Kent residents and businesses. 

He said: “Small firms need en¬ 
hanced transport infrastructure, 
with a variety of options available. A 
wider choice to connect small firms to 
Europe can only be positive. 

“To assist businesses in Kent, we 
need Eurostar to provide more serv¬ 
ices from Ashford International to 
the Continent 

“The train offers the merits of city 
centre destinations. The KLM service 


from Manston to Schiphol offers Kent 
businesses a gateway to the world 
without the difficult and unreliable 
journey time to Heathrow, Gatwick 
or Stansted.” 

A source at Eurostar has confirmed 
it is “highly likely” the trains will stop 
in Kent as the county “is very impor¬ 
tant to us strategically”. 

Eurostar currently operates the 
high-speed rail service to Paris and 
Brussels. 

The announcement was made after 
the train company signed a deal with 
Netherland Railways and it will be 
ratified in the Dutch parliament later 
this month. 

Chief executive of Eurostar, Nicolas 
Petrovic, said: “We have long been 
ambitious for expansion to new desti¬ 
nations, so this announcement marks 
a major advance in our growth plans. 

“With more than three million pas¬ 
sengers travelling by air between 
London and Amsterdam, this is one 
of Europe’s most popular routes. 

“Our fast, comfortable, point-to- 
point service will greatly enhance 
the links between the UK and the 
near continent, revolutionising travel

Increasing numbers 
of apprentices move 
into higher education 


PROGRESSION : More apprentices choosing to go back to the classroom 



A GROWING number of appren¬ 
tices are moving on to higher 
education, a new study has found. 

Research carried out by the 
University of Greenwich at 
Medway commissioned by the 
government’s Department for 
Business, Innovation and Skills 
(BIS), revealed that increasing 
numbers are choosing to progress 
in courses at either a university or 
further education offered at a 
college. 

Sharon Smith and Hugh Joslin, 
from the Centre for Work Based 
Learning at the Medway campus, 
undertook the research. 

They tracked the destination of 
nearly 220,000 apprentices 


between 2004 and 2011. 

A spokesman at the university 
said: “They found that apprentices 
may often work for a number of 
years before progressing to higher 
education. 

“Of apprentices completing their 
apprenticeship in 2005, 4.6 per 
cent progressed in the year 
following but six years later it was 
found that 15.4 per cent had gone 
on to university or higher educa¬ 
tion offered in a further education 
college.” 

The study found that nationally a 
higher proportion of apprentices 
that go on to university level 
courses come from deprived 
backgrounds than other school 


leavers. Some 78 per cent of 
apprentices tracked went on to 
study part-time higher education. 

A report by BIS said the study 
provided a baseline for appren¬ 
ticeship progression to higher 
education. 

“(It is) particularly useful given 
the changing landscape of 
apprenticeships with increasing 


populations and the expansion of 
higher apprenticeships,” it 
explained. 

“By fostering a culture of 
progression which is supported by 
access and funding, progression 
for future apprentices in a range of 
sectors could be a viable and 
desirable option for the employee, 
employer and the economy.”

between these important financial and tourist 
hubs.” 

At Manston, the chief executive Charles 
Buchanan said he was confident the airport 
would not lose business to the rail service. 

He said: “With more than three years to go 
before this ‘first step’ could become a reality, we 
do not see this as either an immediate or long¬ 
term challenge to the excellent and convenient 
service we offer. 

“It is almost impossible to compare a 
40-minute flight with a four-hour train journey. 

“There will always be people who prefer to 
take the train rather than fly, but we do not see 
Eurostar’s service as a great threat. 

“The convenience of parking within yards of 
KEA 


your flight and checking your bag in, whether it 
be to Amsterdam or right through for a long- 
haul journey, means Manston will continue to 
offer the simplest and most seamless of journeys. 

“With a flight time of 40 minutes, we still be¬ 
lieve most people would prefer to fly that kind of 
distance rather than take the train.” 

The train service is set to feature new e320 
trains which will be compatible with the Dutch 
high-speed signalling systems and aims to “en¬ 
courage passengers to choose high-speed rail 
over plane” for short-haul European travel. 

In the last year, the business has introduced 
new services to the Swiss Alps and Provence in 
the South of France and plans to run two serv¬ 
ices a day between London and Amsterdam 
with journey times of around four hours. 

They will run via Brussels, Antwerp, Rotter¬ 
dam, Schiphol Airport and Amsterdam Centraal.

World-class £85m medical centre 
will attract supporting businesses 


Joe Bill talks to Katie Mullally whose fledgling 
jewellery business has become an international 
success, despite the current economic downturn 



AS THE dark cloud of the economic downturn 
continues to hang heavy over the retail land¬ 
scape, for some it has come complete with that 
elusive silver lining. 

Katie Mullally, from Tunbridge Wells, 
is one of those to have embraced the 
downturn, and in just two years has 
taken her jewellery business from a 
hobby in her converted garage studio 
to the international marketplace. 

The 5 3-year-old mother-of-two started 
her own line in silver jewellery in early 2012, 
having learned the art of hallmarking - the 
ability to decipher the quality of silverware by 
its markings - and valuing pieces while work¬ 
ing as a youngster in her grandmother’s 
London antiques shops. 

She explained: “My kids were grow¬ 
ing up and I really wanted to work at 
something so I went on a silver smith- 
ing course. 

“I started off mixing old with new, so mak¬ 
ing a new bangle and then adding a vintage 
charm to it, and it just grew from there. 

“I design the pieces and work with three local 
silversmiths who do the casting and finishing off.” 

Having attended her first trade fair not even 
two years ago, Mrs Mullally decided the busi¬ 
ness could make her money 

“It was a bit of a eureka moment really; I just 
thought it was a good opportunity for me to 
make a living.” 

The silver designer now has her pieces in 
more than 50 stockists including Fenwicks in 
Tunbridge Wells, accessories website Graham 
and Green as well as popular Irish store Brown 
Thomas. 

And while others struggle, Mrs Mullally says 
the recession is not hitting her bottom line. 

“I haven’t known the climate to be any differ¬ 
ent, I suppose. When I first started doing the 
retail fairs, people who have been in the busi¬ 
ness for years would come up and say ‘this is a 
terrible time and really hard work’, but I think 
anybody who has started a business up during 
the recession... then that’s all they’ve known. 

“Our expectations are less I suppose, and 
with jewellery its not something you have to 
buy, its not essential. 

“So it is really lovely when people do buy it 
because they like it enough to pay for it.” 

The designer is looking forward to a bright fu¬ 
ture having already seen her pieces take centre 
stage in TV shows such as Channel 4’s Made in 
Chelsea, while one of her chains was worn by 
pop star Nicole Scherzinger - currently starring 
on X Factor and formerly with the Pussycat Dolls 
- prompting more interest in her products. 

The designer adds: “It would be nice to think

that when the recession does lift significantly 
that those people who have [just] started out 
would be in a prime position.” 

Mrs Mullally has also got some tips for any¬ 
one looking to kick-start their own business de¬ 
spite the economic climate: export your mer¬ 
chandise. 

“Selling your product outside of the UK is a 
really good idea. Remember there are many 
countries whose economies are not struggling 
and plenty of emerging markets too. 

“For example, Brazil has the Olympics next 
year which will create opportunities, and Japan 
is booming. I’ll be visiting next year to try and 
expand my opportunities there.” 

Mrs Mullally already has her pieces for sale at 
stockists in Australia and Ireland and believes 
the global reach of social networking websites 
have helped establish her name and reputation. 

She said: “Social networking has really been 
helpful for me. Because of my age I didn’t really 
know much about it; I didn’t even have Face- 
book, so that has been a huge learning curve. 

“The main thing is you want to earn money 
from it, but you also have to do something that 
you enjoy and have a passion for. 

“If you love baking, start a cupcake business. 
It has to be something you enjoy. 

“You have to be willing to take up new skills. 
I am still learning, but I talk to as many people 
as I can and I listen to advice. The other thing 
that is very important is to listen to exactly 
what your customers want.”

THE first phase of a multimillion-pound medical 
facility, creating up to 400 jobs, will open next 
spring. 

The Kent Institute of Medicine and Surgery 
(KIMS) will provide top-level tertiary care to 
private and NHS patients. 

It will form part of the £85 million Maidstone 
Medical Campus, which aims to be a world- 
class centre of excellence in patient care and 
medical research, and includes both an educa¬ 
tional facility and a hospital. 

The independently-owned KIMS has entered 
a funding deal with Clydesdale Bank to cover 
the initial building and operating costs with 
additional cash for the scheme provided by cor¬ 
porate and private investors. 

The seven-acre site, adjacent to junction sev¬ 
en of the M20, comprises of a series of buildings 
that will provide private medical care, but will 
also support the NHS by providing specialist 
treatment to Kent residents for which they cur¬ 
rently have to travel to London for. 

The first phase will include the opening of fa¬ 
cilities for complex surgical care, day treatment 
and outpatient consultations. 

There will also be specialist paediatric and 
women’s health units, including a new mater¬ 
nity birthing facility for Maidstone, and pathol¬ 


ogy laboratories providing a central facility for 
use by Kent hospitals. 

The second phase will be watched over by 
Kent firm asb law, which has been appointed as 
legal adviser of the development. 

Russell Bell, senior partner at the law firm, 
said: “The development of KIMS will no doubt 
attract a number of supporting businesses thus 
generating additional growth for central Kent, 
in addition to bringing world-class medical fa¬ 
cilities to the region.” 

It is hoped the first campus-based facilities 
will be opened in 2015/16 by KIMS Healthcare 
operating as Kent Institute of Neuroscience and 
Rehabilitation. 

The facility will include a neurological reha¬ 
bilitation centre, providing specialist rehabilita¬ 
tion services and accommodation for those with 
medium and long-term needs, such as those 
with multiple sclerosis, dementia and traumatic 
brain injuries 

There will also be a medical university provid¬ 
ing graduate and post-graduate teaching facili¬ 
ties in conjunction with leading universities as 
well as research and development facilities to be 
provided in partnership with Canterbury Christ 
Church University and Stem Laboratories UK. 

Helen Grant, MP for Maidstone and the 
Weald, who has visited the KIMS site, said: “I 
very much look forward to seeing KIMS open 
and I know my constituents will benefit from 
the innovative treatments it provides”.

:r explains the stages from exchange to post-completion 


EXCHANGE 

Contract exchange, deposit and 
commitment 

FOLLOWING analysis of the contract 
report, if the buyer and seller still 
wish to proceed, they both sign 
final copies of the agreement and 
send them to their solicitor, who 
will deal with the contract exchange. 

This procedure is dealt with on the 
telephone between the solicitors, so 
you will not usually need to attend. 

When exchange of contracts takes 
place, the date for completion is now 
set and you are contractually bound 
to buy the property. 

Your solicitor will send your 
deposit (usually 10 per cent) to the 
seller’s solicitor. 

This is usually non-returnable and 
acts as security for the seller in case 
you either cannot or do not want to 
complete. 

If that happens, the seller may be 
able to keep your deposit and may 
take you to court to recover any 
additional losses arising from the 
breach of contract. 

If for whatever reason you are 
unable to pay the deposit, you should 
tell your solicitor as early as possible 
so other arrangements can be made, 
for example a bridging loan, 
agreement of a reduced deposit or the 
use of your own purchaser’s deposit 
if you are selling. 

Insurance 

IF you are obtaining a mortgage, the 
lender will require you to arrange 
the buildings insurance. 


If there is no mortgage or if you 
wish to arrange insurance with a 
company of your choice (rather than 
relying on insurance arranged by 
the lender), you must effect adequate 
insurance cover as from the date of 
exchange of contracts. 

The level of cover will be dealt with 
in the survey report. 

If you decide to arrange your own 
insurance, there could be additional 
administration charges depending 
on the requirements of the lender. 

Final checks and funding 

FOLLOWING exchange, the solicitor 
will prepare the legal documents 
to transfer ownership, check the 
mortgage documents and complete 
the final searches at the Land Charges 
Registry and the Land Registry. 

They will ensure all tasks specified 
in the contract have been completed 
and you should notify your solicitor 
of any matters that need to be 
brought to their attention prior to 
completion itself (for instance, if 
fixtures and fittings have not been 
left as agreed). 

Finally, they will issue you with a 
financial statement that gives you 
the final amount you will need in 
cleared funds in your solicitor’s bank 
account before completion. 

If you are taking out a mortgage, 
your solicitor will draw down the 
loan amount from the lender in time 
for completion. 

Your solicitor will then arrange 
for the transfer of necessary funds in 
advance of completion. 


If you are looking to complete the 
purchase quite quickly after 
exchange of contracts, they will 
usually request payment of any 
completion monies from you at the 
time of exchange of contracts. 

COMPLETION 

Completion arrangements 

ON the day of completion the 
outstanding amount is transferred 
to the seller’s solicitor through your 
solicitor. 

You will now own the property 
and you can then collect the keys. 

Sometimes there is money due 
to you and, if so, your solicitor will 
send you a statement together with 
a cheque unless you have already 
instructed otherwise. 

POST-COMPLETION 

Registering title 

YOUR solicitor registers your title at 
the Land Registry. 

The registration will usually be 
completed within four to six weeks, 
although this can be longer if you 
are buying a new property or one 
that is subject to first registration at 
the Land Registry. 

When the deeds are returned, your 
solicitor will check that the title is 
registered correctly. 

The deeds will then be sent to the 
lender, or if there is no mortgage 
your solicitor may be able to hold 
your deeds for you without charge. 

You will be sent a copy of the title 
for your records showing you as the 
registered owner.

THIS month marks the death of a 
hero... but don’t be sad. 

For while there will be mourning 
at the demise of the BMW 3 Series 
Coupe - darling of the young 
executive classes - it also heralds the 
birth of its 4 Series replacement. 

In doing so, BMW has sorted an 
anomaly in its range that was clearly 
niggling its Teutonic desire for order. 

In BMW-speak, odd numbers are 
used for saloons and estates and the 
new Gran Turismo hatchbacks. 

But the 3 Series Coupe had been 
out of step with its humdrum sisters 
for some time anyway; no longer 
simply a two-door saloon spin-off, it 
had morphed into a lower-slung 
design with few saloon body panels 
carried over - in short, a quite 
different car. 

It also does away with a rather 
more awkward anomaly for BMW, 
justifying the higher price charged 
for a two-door model compared with 
the four-door version in the same 
line-up. 

A new 4 Series costs an average of 
about £3,000 more than its 3 Series 
equivalent, but I suspect few buyers 
will even bother to make the 
comparison or care now. 

Liberated from any association 
with its former strait-laced sisters, 
the new 4 Series also now seems to 
celebrate its freedom by becoming 
what is probably the finest-looking 
model in the German marque’s range. 

Better still, it perhaps erases 
memories of designs by BMW’s former 
design boss Chris Bangle, whose 
2001-08 generation 7 Series flagship 
was judged one of Time magazine’s 
50 Worst Cars of All Time. 

Indeed, many industry-watchers 
believe BMW grew and prospered 
during the Nineties and early 
Noughties despite Bangle’s 
controversial tenure, thanks to its 
engineering excellence, reputation 
for building ‘drivers’ cars’ and

Used-car attractions driving 
back to pre-recession levels

THE recession had a catastrophic 
effect on used-car choice for 
cash-strapped UK buyers. 

Fewer new cars were sold after 
the financial tsunami struck in late 
2008/early 2009, meaning less 
stock to later feed into the used 
market after a typical vehicle’s 
initial three years’ ownership. 

This trend then continued until 
the new-car market’s recent 
upturn: 19 consecutive months of 
market growth, with September 
enjoying the highest number of 
new-car registrations since the 
pre-recession days of March 2008. 

The shortage of used cars for sale 
had also been exacerbated by the 
previous government’s ill-conceived 
scrappage scheme (March 2009 to 
March 2010) when owners of cars 
more than 10 years old were offered 
£2,000 by the Treasury and 
manufacturers to scrap their car 
and buy a new one. 

Some 400,000 cars - many better

than bangers remaining on the road 
- were lost in this way, exacerbating 
the shortage of used cars available to 
motorists on tight budgets. 

But with new-car sales now 
recovering due to greater consumer 
confidence and tempting promotional 
deals, used-car supplies and choice 
also appear to be revving up. There 
is also more reliability, regulation 


and care available to buyers. 

An unlikely benefit from the 
recession and the new-car slowdown 
has been how franchised dealers 
have had to rely on and improve 
used-car operations, with many 
branded schemes mirroring the 
service given to new-car customers. 

This care has been encouraged by 
customer-satisfaction polls, making 


many winning brands keen to try 
even harder to maintain their 
position, while lesser ones battle to 
move up the rankings. 

All of this suggests that now is 
not a bad time to buy used, as 
dealers start to become clogged 
with part-exchange stock from a 
bumper 63 new-registration plate 
change.

The genius from the pits 


Peter Broadbent had talent like few others in one of English 
football’s greatest teams. Greg Miles finds out about the 
legend from a Kent mining village who died last week. 



E VEN being named as the 
favourite player of both 
Sir Alex Ferguson and 
George Best, among mil¬ 
lions of adoring fans, 
might not do the great 
Peter Broadbent full justice. 

Born in Elvington, just north of 
Dover, the diminutive midfielder was 
one of the most admired players of the 
50s and 60s, playing in the star- 
studded Wolverhampton Wanderers 
side who picked up three league titles, 
an FA Cup and the Charity Shield 
during his time with the club. 

And in an extraordinary coinci¬ 
dence, he played alongside another 
Wolves great of that era, Jimmy Mur¬ 
ray, who came from the same street 
as him in the Kent mining village. 

Broadbent passed away last week 
at the age of 80 after a long battle 
with Alzheimer’s. He leaves behind 
many memories for those supporters 
who watched him from the terraces 
at Wolves’ Molineux ground and in¬ 
deed around the country. 

An inside-forward, he had incredi¬ 
ble grace, vision and skill, making 
him a star performer in a Wolves side 
that won back-to-back First Division 
titles and scored more than 100 goals 
a season for four campaigns running. 

From his days near the pits to his 
retirement, he was known as a quiet 
and unassuming man who did all his 
talking on the pitch. 

Sadly, he never hit the heights in¬ 
ternationally, which had a lot to do 
with how the England side was gov¬ 
erned at the time. 

Steve Gordos, a Wolves fan and 
former sports editor of West Midlands 
newspaper Express and Star, penned 
Broadbent’s autobiography in 2008 
and read a eulogy at his funeral 
earlier this week. 

“If you were to talk about a modern- 
day player, he was like Lionel Messi 
and had the passing of David Beck¬ 
ham and the midfield play of Frank 
Lampard - he was a genius,” he said. 
“It’s amazing the number of older 
fans who still say he is their 
favourite player. 

“Off the field he was to¬ 
tally opposite of what he 
was on it. He was very 
quiet and had a quiet 
sense of humour. He 
wasn’t a big I-am or a 
playboy.” 

While his time in 
Kent was short before 
he became the most 
expensive teenager in 
British football at the 
time, the county can 
be proud of what he 
achieved. 

Growing up in the 
mining town of Elv¬ 
ington, he could have 


had a life down the pits, but his mer¬ 
curial talent took him along a very 
different path. 

He played for his school, Deal Sec¬ 
ondary Modern, and then Dover 
Town in the Kent League. 

He played in the reserves before 
becoming a regular in the first team 
during the 1949/50 season, which 
proved to be his last at the Crabble, 
with his final appearance coming in 
the Kent Senior Shield final in which 
Dover beat Kent League champions 
Ramsgate 4-0 at Margate. 

Brentford came calling, signing 
him when he turned 17, but he did 
not stay long in west London. He 
made just 16 appearances for the 
Bees alongside players such as Jimmy 
Hill before Wolves paid the-then huge 
sum of £10,000 for his services in 
February 1951. 

He was a fringe player in his first 
year at the club but had an extended 
spell in the side in 1952/53, making 
the inside-forward spot his own the 
following season. 

“He was part of the team that won 
the championship in 53/54 after 
years of trying. He was only 20 then 
- you could call him the apprentice 
then, but in later years he was the 
sorcerer,” said Gordos. “He was a su¬ 
preme artist.” 

That year proved to be a momen¬ 
tous one not just for 
Wolves but for 
English football. 

The national

It provided the catalyst for forma- 
tional changes and a new way of 
thinking for England’s tacticians. 
There was also a series of flood¬ 
lit matches played at Molineux, 
including a visit from Budapest 
Honved, whose players had made 
up most of the team that had 
trounced England. 

The old-gold and black of 
Wolves prevailed, leading the 
Press to name them champions of 
the world. Other matches under the 
lights included wins over Real Ma¬ 
drid, Spartak Moscow and Celtic, 
with Broadbent playing in all of them. 


T he 1953/54 campaign 
also provided an inter¬ 
national breakthrough 
for Broadbent as he 
played in England’s first-ever 
under-23 international along¬ 
side such names as Manchester 
United legend Duncan Ed¬ 
wards against Italy in Bolo¬ 
gna, which they lost 3-0. 

It was his one and only cap 
at that level and he had to 
wait two more years until he 
earned an England B cap in 
1956. Cruelly, he was rarely 
favoured for England’s senior 
side, which had a lot to do 
with Fulham’s Johnny Hay¬

hierachy’s eye. He played just seven 
times for his country at senior level, 
making his debut in difficult circum¬ 
stances. He was part of the Three 
Lions squad that travelled to the 1958

A formidable scout, he had a 
keen eye for talent and after 
leaving Dover went on to coach at 
Brentford shortly after they had 


which to blood young talent, but 
manager Walter Winterbottom 
thrust a young Broadbent into the 
limelight in place of West Brom’s 
Bobby Robson. Although England 
lost 1-0 and in doing so incurred the 
wrath of the media back home, 
Broadbent came out with great credit. 

e later scored twice in a 2-2 
draw with Wales, after 
which England legend Sir 
.Stanley Matthews urged in a 
national newspaper that the England 


signed Broadbent aged 17. 

Less than a year later, 
Broadbent became the country’s 
most expensive teenager, costing 
Wolves £10,000, who by then also 
had Poyser on their staff. 

Poyser then went on to manage 
at Notts County from 1953-57, 
after which he became an 
assistant coach at Manchester 
City. 

When they were relegated to 
the Second Division in 1963, he 
took over as manager but could 
not take them back to the top 
flight and was sacked in 1965. His 
replacement Joe Mercer went on 
to win promotion, a First Division 
title, FA Cup, League Cup and 
European Cup Winners’ Cup in 
his time at Maine Road. 

Murray, meanwhile, went on to 
play for Manchester City himself 
and had spells with Walsall and 
Telford United before retiring in 
1971 to run a greengrocers. He 
died aged 72 in 2008.
